Those scenes typify the ‘primary mis- | 


sion of the Finance Corps: 

To make prompt payment to military 
personnel and their dependents, wherever 
they may be, and under any and all con- 
ditions. 

The Corps has a multitude of other 
duties. It accounts for public funds. It 
handles the Army savings program. It 
processes claims for and against the gov- 
ernment. It trains finance personnel. The 
list goes on and on. But it boils down 
to a few words: 


“Get them paid — correctly and 
promptly.” 
The Finance Corps is acutely aware 


that not the least of the countless factors 
of morale is the money that the soldier 
and his dependents are entitled to re- 
ceive. 

That is why, for example, dependents 
who were returned from the Far East 
to the United States when Korea ex- 
ploded were met at ports of entry by 


specially selected Finance Corps officers, | 


who made immediate emergency 
ments, if necessary. 

Strategy is a book of many chapters. 
One might well be headed by a dollar 
sign. The Finance Corps knows that its 
control of U. S. currency abroad has a 
powerful effect on other countries, friend- 
ly and enemy. 

Sometimes the dollar doesn’t at all 
resemble the one that you and I know 
and use. Before the North African cam- 
paign, for example, a Finance Corps offi- 
cer ascertained that native labor would 
work for cloth payments, rather than 
for dollars or gold. Thus, cloth yardage

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| Department Opposes 


Commodore Rank | 


The Department of Defense is opposed 
| to alternate legislation which would 
| either abolish the rank of rear admiral, 
| lower half in the Navy and Coast Guard 
in favor of the grade of commodore, or 
eliminate the rank of brigadier general 
in the Army, Air Force and Marine Corps 
in favor of two degrees of major gen- 
eral, upper half and lower half. 

The Department’s viewpoint was pre- 
sented by Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Daniel K. Edwards, successor to former 
Assistant Secretary Marx Leva. It was 
made in response to two bills sponsored 
by Senator Margaret Chase Smith (R- 
Me.). 

Senator Smith feels that there is a 
discrepancy in the relative ranks of rear 
admirals and brigadier generals, since 
both upper and lower half rear admirals 
are two-star officers, while a brigadier 
general is only a one-star officer. 

Army, Air Force, and Marine Corps 
brigadier generals, it is noted, must be 
selected for advancement to major gen- 
eral, while rear admirals, lower half, are 
promoted automatically to rear admiral, 
upper half, and thus are not subject to 
| selection action for this advancement. 
In opposing creation of the rank of 
| commodore, the Department stated that 
| 





| the permanent grade of commodore (this 
rank was temporarily reestablished dur- 
ing the war) was abolished in 1899 “to 
put the U. S. Navy on an equal footing 
with important foreign navies which do 
not have the grade of commodore... . 
For the United States to discontinue the 
| actual rank of a large proportion of its 
| flag officers and reduce the relative rank 
| of future rear admirals, because of the 
later date their commission will bear,” 
said Mr. Edwards, “will operate to put 
the United States, with the largest and 
most important Navy in the world, again 
at a serious disadvantage in a way detri- 
mental to the prestige of the Nation.” 

Mr. Edwards appended a study made 
by the Office of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, 
tions which have the rank of commodore 
in their navies. 

Opposition to eliminating the rank of 
brigadier general was made on the 
grounds that “the present grade designa- 
tion of brigadier general as used in the 
Army, Air Force, and Marine Corps is 
based on the organizational structure 
and command requirements of these Serv- 
| ices,” and bears a definite relationship 

to positions of authority and responsibil- 

ity requiring prestige commensurate 

with general officer rank in a position 

subordinate to that of a major general.” 

The texts of Mr. Edwards’ statements

Hits Retirements 
Just one week after he introduced a 
bill to tie military pay to the Cost of Liv- 


ing Index, Representative James E. Van | 


Zandt (R-Pa.) this week sponsored an- 
other measure which would suspend for 
three years forced retirement of military 


| personnel for other than physical rea- 


sons. 

Congressman Van Zandt, who is a mem- 
ber of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, called for passage of his bill, H.R. 
4083, to eliminate waste of money and 
manpower during the current emergency. 

The actual bill is only six lines long. 
Its text is as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That, notwithstanding any provi- 


| sions of law, until June 30, 1954, no mem- 
ber of the Armed Forces shall be com- 


pelled to retire or be ordered without 
his consent to inactive duty, for other 
than physical reasons.” 

The Pennsylvania legislator, who is a 
Captain in the Naval Reserve, said that 
during the period from 1 July 1950 to 1 
March 1951, a total of 1914 officers and

Talk of 10 Per Cent

Military Pay Hike 

Concurrent with the Administration- 
supported proposal to raise the pay of 
the Government’s classified employees 
by 7 per cent, there was growing support 
on Capitol Hill this week for a com- 
parable military pay raise. 

One Congressman, who was a lively 
participant in the floor debate on the 
Career Compensation Act in 1949, told 
THE JOURNAL that efforts will be made 
to boost pay of military personnel by 10 
per cent. 

Undoubtedly, Congressional action on 
the measure to increase pay of civilian 
employees to offset cost of living in- 
creases will result in strong demands for 
like treatment of military personnel. 

However, Representative Paul Kilday 
(D-Tex.), who is chairman of the House 
Armed Services subcommittee which 
considers military pay, said this week 
his group does not know when hearings 





| can begin on a long-proposed bill to re- 
move inequities in the Career Compensa- 


tion Act. 

Mr. Kilday noted that Committee 
members and staff aides are tied up with 
the complex manpower legislation, on 
which there must be final action before 
9 July, and on other legislation affecting 
the Armed Forces. 

He said he has not yet had the op- 
portunity to sound out opinion of Com- 
mittee members on the possibility of in- 


| cluding an across-the-board pay raise in 


this omnibus bill of amendments. 
Meantime, there is now pending before 


Congress the bill of Representative

Air Force Studies 


Promotion Policy 


Hundreds, if not thousands, of tem- 
porary promotions of Air Force officers 
are in the offing as a result of a com- 
prehensive new promotion program, now 
reported under final study, and tenta- 
tively slated for implementation this 
summer. 

Promotions are under consideration, it 
is understood, to the ranks of captain, 
major, lieutenant colonel and colonel. 

According to preliminary plans, the 
new promotion policy, with few excep- 
tions, will delegate to major commanders 
responsibility for convening selection 
boards and actual advancements also will 
be made by the commands. 

The likelihood is that temporary pro- 
motions will be made on a quarterly 
basis, although this has not yet been de- 
termined officially. 

The numbers of officers to be selected 
will be'determined at USAF Headquar- 
ters after major commands make known 
the totals in each rank who are eligible 
for consideration under criteria, pub- 
lished herewith. 

After the major commands report this 
data, personnel officials at USAF Head- 
quarters will compile overall totals and 
then will assgin specific quotas to each 
of the commands. 

Recommendations of the command se- 
lection boards will be reviewed at 
Headquarters in the Pentagon for final 
approval prior to promotion announce- 
ments by the commands. 

The best qualified methed of selection 
will be used by all command boards, it 
was indicated this week. 

Since the Air Force will be building 
during fiscal year 1952 to a strength of 
95 groups, it is apparent that there will 
be hundreds of vacancies in all ranks. 

PROMOTION CRITERIA 

Officers will be eligible for considera- 
tion under the following planning cri- 
teria: 





To Colonel 

(1) All officers serving on active duty in 
the grade of lieutenant colonel whose dates 
of initial appointment to that grade were 
prior to 1 July 1949 and who have completed 
at least 12 months’ Active Federal Commis- 
sioned Service in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel as of 1 June 1951, of which at least 
six months has been served on current tour 
of active duty, and 

(2) All Air Reserve or Air National Guard 
officers serving on active duty in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel who currently hold a 
valid commission as colonel] in the United 
States Air Force Reserve or the Air National’ 
Guard of the United States and who have 
served at least six months on current tour 
of active duty, and 

(3) All Air National Guard officers serving 
on active duty in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel who resigned a commission as colonel] 
in the United States Air Force Reserve in 
order to accept an appointment in the Air 
National Guard and who have served at least 
six months on current tour of active duty, 
and 
(4) All other officers serving on active duty

THE WAR IN KOREA 











OMMUNIST forces 

week opened the second phase of 
their spring offensive with a furious as- 
sault on the eastern half of the Allied 
line. Two major penetrations were made 
by the Reds, the first through two South 
Korean divisions east of Inje, and the 
other through an American unit near 
Chunchon on the central front. A Red 
force moving south toward Seoul in the 
western sector was halted temporarily by 
heavy Allied artillery fire. 

Some 75,000 Red troops formed the 
spearhead of the eastern attack, which 
extended from Kapyong, 32 miles north- 
east of Seoul, to the east coast near the 
38th parallel. Two South Korean divi- 
sions were hit hard and at one point

Preliminary probing attacks were 


| made this week at various points, par- 


ferced to fall back several miles. Penetra- | 


tions in this sector were regarded as seri- 
ous, but every effort was being made to 
plug the gaps torn in the Allied lines. 

The 20-mile mountainous stretch be- 
tween Chunchon and Inje to the north- 
east was the main initial battleground. 
The Reds captured Inje, and pushed 
south across Allied minefields. Red losses 
from artillery and land mines were ex- 
tremely heavy, with enemy casualties on 
last Wednesday, the opening day of the 
drive, estimated to be in excess of 3,500. 
On the next two days, enemy losses were 
much greater, probably exceeding 10,000. 

After advancing Reds had been checked 
by converging artillery fire north of Seoul, 
the western half of the line became rela- 
tively quiet, but there were indications 
that heavy Communist reinforcements 
had arrived on the western front, which 
pointed to a probable new drive on Seoul. 
Current attacks are regarded as pre- 
liminary to a big Communist push, which 
is expected to be in full progress early 
next week. 

Allied troops prepared to defend most 
of the present long line across the pen- 
insula against expected Red attacks. 
Barbed wire und extensive mine fields 
were installed to protect the positions of 
the Eighth Army. This indicates some 
modification of tactics previously em- 
ployed in similar situations. 

Heretofore in this war of maneuver, 
the Allies have avoided a static defense 
in favor of more flexibility of movement, 
rolling with the punch, and then employ- 
ing saturation air and artillery attacks 
to inflict heavy punishment on the ad- 
vancing enemy. Present dispositions in- 
dicate a strengthening of the line, and 
a resultant determination to hold at or 
near its present location. 

Despite their heavy losses in the April 
attack the Reds apparently have nearly 
half a million troops in Korea available 
for the second phase of their spring 
drive. The weight of this force appears to 
be disposed along the eastern half of the 
trans-peninsular line. In this area the 
mountainous terrain is more difficult for 
advancing troops than that farther west, 
but it is relatively more secure from at- 
tacks by air, artillery and armor, which 
took such a heavy toll of the Reds in 
last month’s drive. 

Offensive Readied 

Logistical preparations of the enemy 
for the prospective new offensive appear 
to be largely complete. Last week thou- 
sands of Red vehicles and pack trains 
clogged the roads leading to the front. 
Obviously these were bringing up am- 
munition, other supplies, and reinforce- 





ticularly on the eastern half of the line, 
where Red successes were registered. 
These attacks were undoubtedly made to 
determine the strength and disposition 
of our forces, a necessary preface to any 
major assault. | 

While there is no clear indication that 
Red aircraft will support the new Com- 
munist offensive the Allies are making 
all preparations against such a con- 
tingency. Greater distances are main- 
tained between vehicles on roads in the 
combat zone; camouflage is being ex- 
tensively used; installations are widely 
dispersed; anti-aircraft positions are 
strengthened; and interceptor aircraft 
are patrolling the front. 

One evidence of possible enemy in- 
tention to utilize planes in support of 
ground action is the work that is being 
done to recondition fields in North Ko- 
rea. Enemy jet fighters, flying from 
Manchurian fields could reach the front, 
but their radius of action is so small as to 
leave them little time over the battle- 
front. For this reason utilization of 
North Korean fields much closer to the 
front would be of distinct advantage to 
the Reds. 

However, before repair work can be 
completed by the Communists at any 
North Korean field it is heavily attacked 
by Allied light and medium bombers, 
and installations are knocked out and 
runways cratered. So far as can be de- 
termined there are now no enemy air 
fields in Korea that are fully operational. 

Bad Flying Weather 

Miserable flying weather greatly re- 
duced the Allied air effort this week, but 
it did not wholly eliminate it as combat 
sorties were flown every day. Fighter 
planes flew at low altitudes beneath the 
overcast to attack enemy troop concen- 
trations and lines of communications. 
B-29 Superforts attacked supply centers 
and, rail and highway bridges, using 
radar bombing technique. Because of 
limited visibility results were largely 
undetermined. 

On the extreme western front South 
Korean ground troops made light con- 
tact with small groups of the enemy in 
the area south and southeast of Munsan. 
A little farther east U. S. Army elements 
reported moderate enemy resistance to 
American patrols north and northwest of 
Uijongbu. A sharp fight occurred in the 
area northeast of Seoul. 

A marked increase in enemy offensive 
action was reported in the area from 
Chunchon east beyond Inje, almost to 
the sea. Several aggressive units in bat- 
talion and regimental size engaged South 
Korean troops. A night attack made by 
the Reds east of Chunchon was broken 
up by accurate artillery fire. 





Other night attacks were made by the | 


enemy on South Korean troops west and 
southwest of Inje, forcing a withdrawal, 
with the enemy occupying the town of 
Inje. Two enemy battalions were ob- 
served moving south in the area south- 


| arriving 


west of Inje, immediately north of the | 


Soyang River. 
Republic of Korea forces reported an 


enemy regiment north of Inje. An enemy | 


attack northeast of Inje was repulsed 
Heavy Red artillery fire was reported in 


this area. Along the east coast South 
Korean troops were supported by naval 
gunfire during a withdrawal 
positions. 

Huge Enemy Losses 

Considerable increase in enemy artil- 
lery was noted all along the front. There 
was also an increase in the number of 
Red tanks, but the enemy armor has not 
yet reached significant proportions. Ever 
since the Chinese intervened in the Ko- 
rean conflict their lack of artillery and 
armor has been noticeable. Apparently 
some effort has been made to remedy 
this deficiency. 

There appears to be a rather general 
belief that the Reds will be unable to 
sustain over a prolonged period such 
heavy setbacks as they suffered in the 
first phase of the offensive which began 
last month. Losses of such magnitude, if 
long continued, would cripple a country 
even with such a lavish supply of man- 
power as Red China. Revised estimates 
of casualties inflicted on the enemy dis- 
close that from the beginning of the 
Korean war on 25 June 1950 through 30 
April 1951 the Reds have lost nearly 900,- 
000 men in killed, wounded, prisoners, 
and non-battle casualties.

These figures show an increase of 68,- 
000 from previously announced official 
estimates as of 22 April 1951, and reflect 
the heavy Red losses sustained in the 
first nine days of the recent Communist 
offensive. 

Few Prisoners Taken 

While relatively few Chinese prisoners 
of war have been taken there has been 
an increase in individual surrenders dur- 
ing the past week, over other similar 
periods. This would appear to indicate 
a drop in Chinese morale as a result of 
recent heavy losses. 

Brig. Gen. John H. Michaelis, USA, un- 
til recently assistant commander of the 
25th Division, who has returned to Wash- 
ington from Korea for reassignment to 
Europe reports that new Chinese Com- 
munist troops are less vigorous and less 
efficient than those previously encoun- 
tered. 

General Michaelis was warm in his 
praise of the high morale and efficiency 
of American troops in Korea. He said 
their combat experience had made them 
professional soldiers, with confidence in 
themselves, in their leaders, and in their 
weapons. The general said the tactical 
doctrine taught in American Army serv- 
ice schools had been proved in Korea to 
be thoroughly sound. Replacements now 
in Korea, he said, are well 
trained and conditioned for hard field 
service, and are proving themselves ex- 
cellent soldiers. 

Allied naval forces continued heavy 
shelling of east coast resupply routes 
this week, despite heavy rain and fog in 
many areas. Naval aviation was greatly 
hampered by adverse weather conditions,

NCE more the week’s prime develop- 
ments have been at the govern- 
mental rather than the military level.

of the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, laid before the British Foreign 
Office a new American proposal for dis- 
cussion, viz. that Greece and Turkey be 
admitted to full membership in NATO. 
The proposal is also being laid before 
France and other member nations, pri- 
ority going to Britain and France not 
only because of their importance in 
world affairs but also because both na- 
tions already have comparable treaties 
with Turkey and sympathetic relations 
at least with Greece. 

The American proposal must not be 
thought of as a bright harbinger of some 
easy solution to the Mediterranean prob- 
lem. Rather it is a reluctant effort, after 
a long struggle, to reach some kind of 
possible solution to a problem which 
thus far has totally baffled the political 
planners. There assuredly is no certainty 
that it is being solved this time, either, 
despite the very real desire on the part 
of General Eisenhower at SHAPE that 
both the Mediterranean and the Atlantic 
commands might be set up quickly, to 
the strengthening of SHAPE’s own 
hands. 

If major military considerations alone 
had to be weighed, Greece and Turkey 
and Spain as well would long ago have 
been wrapped up in an _ all-Mediter- 
ranean Gefense pact, either under 
NATO or ancillary to it. All three na- 
tions have much to contribute to the 
NATO objectives and, for their part, the 
security of all three would be greatly 
enhanced by inclusion in a NATO al- 
liance; Greece and Turkey have been 
negotiating for it for months. But there 
are other considerations. Ideological hos- 
tilities to Spain are still so deep and 
so widespread that they need no present 
enumeration. Inclusion in NATO of the 
other two, at the other end of the long 
Mediterranean, has met with profound 
objection from the Scandinavian mem- 
bers on two counts: (1) the northern 
nations dislike the idea of spreading 
NATO’s responsibilities (and American 
physical aid) too thin by including the 
whole Near East, and (2) they are re- 
luctant to risk exposing their own indi- 
vidual NATO contributions to possible 
employment so far from their own home- 
lands when Norway and Denmark regard 
themselves as in potential need of a 
maximum home defense force. 

France’s position on this subject is un- 
certain—again not on military reasoning 
which would bring France alongside this 
country, but for political considerations. 
The national elections are only a month 
away and, while the fear of Communism 
is reduced, that of the highly vocal Gen- 
eral deGaulle is not. On the contrary, 
respectful attention is being paid to his 
including his recent utter- 
ances on the Mediterranean command 
requirements. DeGaulle’s view is that 
while there could well be an eastern 
Mediterranean command under a British 
admiral (regardless of Syria and Leb- 
anon) there must be a western com- 
mand under a French admiral by reason 
north-south lifeline from France

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European Theater 
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to North Africa. Actually, that lifeline is 
hardly an urgent worry; it almost cer- 
tainly has already been fully considered, 
independent of other Mediterranean mat- 
ters, but presumably NATO has not felt 
obligated to disclose to deGaulle all of 
its contemplated arrangements. Yet the 
Queuille government is not disposed to 
stir any unnecessary row with the de- 
Gaulists at this unsettled and unsettling 
hour. It had something of a shock on 
Tuesday, when the Social Democratic 
party refused to reseat Jules Moch, the 
very energetic defense minister, on the 
party’s executive committee for the com- 
ing year. 

Britain too might have had some 
strong objections a month ago to the 
Greek-Turkish admission suggestion, but 
what has been going on in Iran of late 
has tended to dispose Britain to a fuller 
degree of Near East cooperation. On the 
form of admission there are known to be 
British objections; Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery among others is understood to 
have favored, rather, a quite separate 
command. But these objections are not 
insuperable, and if the political difficul- 
ties can be overcome at Mr. Spofford’s 
level, the military differences can be 
smoothed out. 





Gen. Ridgway Confirmed 


The long-standing prediction that the 
Senate would quickly approve the nomi- 
nation of Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
USA, for four-star status was confirmed 
last week. 

The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, which normally holds a nomination 
at least a week before reporting it to the 
Senate, asked and received unanimous 
confirmation of General Ridgway’s pro- 
motion only one day after it reached the 


Senate. 

Senator Cain (R-Wash), a member of 
the Armed Services Committee, was ac- 
corded what he called a “not-to-be-for- 
gotten opportunity” by Senator Russell 
(D-Ga.), committee chairman, to sponsor 
the nomination because the Washington 
legislator had served with General Ridg- 
way’s corps in the European Theater dur- 
ing World War II. ; 

During his tribute to General Ridgway, 
Senator Cain said in part: 

“The right to his fourth star has been 
earned by General Ridgway in the sight and 
presence of the enemy and of the free world. 

“General Ridgway’s nomination comes 
before us supported by the pest wishes and 
the admiration and respect of military men 
everywhere, and from those in higher au- 
thority within our Nation’s Defense Estab- 
lishment. General Ridgway’s nomination 
bears endorsement by the Chief of Staff, 
United States Army, the Secretary of the 
Army, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Secre- 
tary of Defense, and the President of the 
United States. 

“To my mind, it is proper to make men- 
tion of the extremely high regard in which 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur 
holds General Ridgway. In response to a 
recent question of mine, General MacArthur 
said: 

‘“‘General Ridgway was my selection and 
recommendation as the commander of the 
Eighth Army after the unfortunate death of 
that very magnificent soldier, General 
Walker. I have known General Ridgway for 
30 years. I don’t think you could have made 
a more admirable selection in the Far East 
than General Ridgway. I hold him in the 
highest esteem not only as a soldier but as 
a cultured gentleman and one of the most 
magnificent characters I have ever been 
acquainted with. I do not know how there 
could have been any more complete coopera- 
tion, devotion, and loyalty both ways than 
between General Ridgway and myself.’ 

“Mr. President, I know that General Mac- 
Arthur was not speaking alone for himself. 
He was reflecting the feelings and the appre- 
ciation of every individual throughout our 
forces in Korea. 

“In this day of trouble and grief and 
bloodshed, we can count ourselves fortunate 
in having such leadership available to us 
as is represented in General Ridgway. He is 
a combination of the very best qualities 
which have made our professional officer 
corps respected throughout the world. As 
one possessed of greatness, his most noted 
virtue is that of sharing his capability and 
determination for victory with others. I 
know of no man alive who is better equipped 
to be a General of the Army in a day of 
crisis than is Matthew Bunker Ridgway.”

| Senate Testimony On | 


MacArthur Relief 


OLLOWING are excerpts from the 

testimony given before the meetings 
of the combined Senate Committees on 
Armed Services and on Foreign Rela- 
tions. Senator Richard B. Russell 
(D-Ga.), chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee, served as chairman. 





| SECRETARY MARSHALL 





Gen. Wedemeyer 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘Regarding General Wede- 
meyer, General Bradley can testify to you 
in person regarding this, because he was 
Chief of Staff at the time. 

“He referred to his appearance in the 
press of the implication that General Wede- 
meyer was banished to San Francisco—this 
is hearsay now on my part—General Bradley 
stated that General Wedemeyer came to him 
and asked for relief here, and asked specifical- 
ly for the assignment to the Army head- 
quarters in San Francisco as his special de- 
sire, and that was considered a very favor- 
able assignment, 

“So, his relief here, and his assignment 
there, were at his request. But General Brad- 
ley can testify to you in regard to that in 
person.”’ 


Caliber of JCS 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘My reactions in this mat- 
ter come very largely from the Chiefs of 
Staff, and I would like to recite to you gentle- 
men my opinion of them as an advisory 
agency. 

“General Bradley has had considerable 
fighting experience, and he has commanded 
the largest force of ground troops in his- 
tory, ours or anybody’s else’s, in the field; 
so he is not inexperienced; aside from being 
a very level-headed man, and one of great 
honesty of purpose. 

“‘“General Vandenberg has commanded, I 
think, the largest pursuit or battle forma- 
tion of planes, in contrast with bombers, of 
any man in history. That is a considerable 
experience. 

‘“‘Admiral Sherman has commanded ships 
in the Pacific. He had one submarined from 
under him, a carrier. He has been Nimitz’ 
deputy chief of staff in the Pacific campaign. 
He is not, therefore, detached in his view of 
the Pacific. He has been in command of the 
Mediterranean Fleet, and knows the Medi- 
terranean, and the principal people there from 
the Middle East to Gibraltar and Spain, 

“General Collins commanded a division 
which terminated the fighting in Guadalcanal. 
I believe he got out of a sick bed to redeem 
the temporary reverse we were suffering in 
the Russell Islands. He commanded a corps 
in landing on Utah Beach. He captured Cher- 
bourg in the first large capture after Africa 
of Germans. 

“‘He conducted a classic battle, which re- 
ceived almost no publicity in this country, 
in destroying large portions of the two armies 
remaining of the Germans at Mainz in which 
I think his captures alone were about 23,000, 
and the destruction was considerably beyond 
that. 

‘‘He captured Aachen, he captured Dussel- 
dorf, Cologne, across the Rhine, when he ar- 
rived at the Elbe. There is a great deal of 
experience in that. 

“So, then, these men analyze these various 
questions, all of them, and talk out their 
various points of view, and bring them to me 
and to the President. I think it is a very for- 
midable general opinion on affairs in the 
world; and I didn’t mention that they had 
been to Japan quite frequently, and to Korea, 
frequently and recently; so, here is an opinion 
of quite a group. 

“I frankly doubt that this Government will 
ever be so fortunate as to have such a col- 
lection of experience at one time in the Chiefs 
of Staff. 

““‘When I was Chief of Staff, the first Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, I didn’t have that experience 
at all, nor did Admiral King, nor did General 
Arnold; but these men have it and they have 
a world picture before them every day and 
therefore when I refer to the views of the 
Chiefs of Staff I think I am correct in saying 
that I am referring to a very vital opinion as 
to what is best to be done in connection with 
these various matters we are discussing.”’ 


Choice of Gen. Van Fleet 

Sen. Hickenlooper (R-Iowa.). ‘‘General 
Marshall, was Van Fleet General Ridgway’s 
personal selection for the commander of the 
Eighth Army?” 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘No sir, I don’t think he 
was. He accepted it. The personal selection 
was mine. There was complete agreement on 
the part of the Joint Chiefs of Staff with 
that.’”’ 

Sen. Hickenlooper, ‘‘General Ridgway was 
not consulted about the assignment of Gen- 


| eral Van Fleet to the Eighth Army?”’

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘Yes, there was a communi- 
cation back and forth on that.”’ 
Sen. Cain (R-Wash.). ‘‘May I ask how much 








prior warning General Van Fleet had that he 
was going to take over command of the 
Eighth Army in the face of an offensive which, 


| presumably, was even beginning to move as 


of the time General Van Fleet was brought 
into Korea?’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘General Van Fleet had been 
on twelve hours’ alert for some time—I think 
a matter of one or two months, because they 
felt that General Ridgway was taking some 
risks in the way he was moving about in his 
theatre, and flying up to the advance posts 
there, and in the light of what had happened 
to General Walker, that we must have an- 
other man immediately available in case Gen- 
eral Ridgway met with some accident or be- 
came a casualty. 

““Actually, Van Fleet was in Florida at the 
time, and his interpretation was that he could 
fly back by air in three or four hours, so that 
he was in the status of an alert, and he was 
immediately ordered back to Washington to 
get under way to go to Japan. I have for- 
gotten whether his instructions were sent 
Monday or in advance of the decision. I don’t 
think it was; I think it was sent after the 
decision Monday morning.”’ 

Sen. Cain, ‘‘You certainly know the atti- 
tude of mind of your great comander, Gen- 
eral Ridgway, who can cover more ground 
more rapidly and more effectively than any 
person I have ever previously known. 

*“My own view is that one of his handicaps 
as supreme commander in the Far East, is 
that he has occupational and administrative 
duties in Japan, which will keep him from 
doing what he would most like to do, which 
would be to lead his troops into action.’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I might add that we gave 
him the freedom to make his own decision 
as to when he transferred the actual command 
to the Army; that is, if he wished to make 
Van Fleet his deputy during a period of this 
fight, so that he could go to Tokyo and come 
back, and be in a clear status of the Army 
commander, or transfer the command im- 
mediately. He chose to transfer the command 
immediately.’’ 


Gen. Bradley’s Book 

Sen. Hickenlooper. ‘‘Now just one other 
thing, or two, here. I want to ask whether 
General Bradley's story currently appearing 
in Life magazine has been cleared with the 
Department of Defense or any other proper 
Department.’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘It was not cleared with me, 
and you will have to ask General Bradley, 
because I just began reading it in Life. I know 
this: That General Bradley was talking to 
me about his date of retirement, and I think 
he was considering the publication of the 
matter on his retirement.’’ 

Sen. Hickenlooper. ‘‘In reading that—I shall 
not burden the record by going into a great 
deal of detail, but I think everyone will agree 
in reading that article. It contains a great 
number or a very substantial number of seri- 
ous and, as I interpret them, quite sharp 
criticisms and many statements of discredit 
directed at Field Marshal Montgomery of one 
of our greatest allies—the British—and Gen- 
eral Montgomery being selected as the Deputy 
Commander for the North Atlantic Pact 
ground forces, I believe now. 

““My question is: Should General Bradley 
be recalled for his very sharp criticisms of 
an Ally and a Commander who is second in 
command over whatever American troops will 
be sent to that Allied Army in Europe?” 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I don’t think so.” 

Sen. Hickenlooper. ‘‘Is General Bradley any 
more authorized to speak frankly his mind 
which may give offense to our allies than 
General MacArthur?’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘The situation is quite dif- 
ferent; General Bradley is talking about a 
past war.’’ 

Sec. Hickenlooper. ‘“‘But a present Com- 
mander.’”’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘He is talking about a past 
war and in his individual contacts with the 
various commanders concerned. In this case 
we are dealing with the present fight and the 
Supreme Commander and our allies.” 


Air Build-up 

Sen. Lodge (R-Mass.). ‘‘Maybe you would 
not want to answer this question, and you 
can say so, of course, if you don’t; whether 
you think that the proposed total of ninety- 
five air groups which has been the Admin- 
istration’s proposed figure, is big enough or 
whether it should not be 150 air groups?’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘My reaction to that has 
been that we will have time, under the pres- 
ent set-up that is being made, for the pro- 
duction of planes, to increase that, along with 
the situation as it appears to us as we get 
a little further along, because the important 
thing now is the rapid turn-out of planes up 
to the ninety-five groups—that is the first 
thing; and the next thing is a set-up of in- 
dustry in relation to that, in such a manner 
that they can very quickly increase produc- 
= if we find that to be a necessary proce- 

ure. 

“I think we have that set-up well under 
WAT. <. «+ 

“In these meetings on the budget, in which 
the Air brought forward their proposals; and 
all that was very lengthily discussed, and my 
understanding of that is, and Mr. Lovett, who 
presided at each of the meetings, he could 
answer that directly—that there was a gen- 
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eral agreement that the set-up as proposed, 
was suitable to the situation—of course as- 
suming that our outlay in additional facili- 
ties would permit a very rapid rate of in- 
crease over and above the original estimates.”’ 





Quote Gen. Whitney 

Sen. Sparkman (D-Ala.). ‘‘Now, General 
Marshall, this letter from President Truman 
on Jan. 13 that you placed in the record—in 
yesterday morning’s Washington Post was a 
news item headed ‘MacArthur’s Views on 
Message Given’—General MacArthur himself 
is not quoted, but General Whitney, his aide, 
is quoted. The substance of it is that by the 
letter of Jan. 13th the President, in effect, 
was intending to pull out of Korea, and that 
it was to be taken as an excuse—in fact, Gen- 
eral Whitney used the phrase—‘to make the 
Eighth Army a scapegoat.’ Now, I thought, 
as a matter of fact, the impression I got from 
reading the letter was the purpose of it, and 
perhaps the effect of it, was to stimulate 
greater resistance over there rather than any 
urging or indication of pulling out or with- 
drawal.”’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I am quite certain there 
was no consideration of any kind in the most 
remote manner of the President trying to 
make the Eighth a scapegoat. I think the 
message itself can be read in plain terms, and 
I would not endeavor to interpret it because 
I think it is a simple matter of understand- 
ing.”’ 

Sen. Sparkman, ‘‘Was there any intention 
at any time to make the Eighth Army the 
scapegoat?”’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I have just answered that.” 

Sen. Sparkman. ‘‘I mean not in connection 
with this letter but at any time.’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘That would almost be 
treasonable.”’ 

Sen. Sparkman, ‘‘Well, I agree with you, 
and yet that is the statement that I am read- 
ing from this—’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I didn’t select that aide, 
you know.”’ 

Sen. Sparkman (continuing) — ‘United 
Press article. He refers to it in so many 
words.”’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I don't care to discuss it, 
Senator.”’ 

Sen. Sparkman. ‘‘He ‘says, ‘MacArthur 
wasn’t going to use the Eighth Army as a 
scapegoat.’ ”’ 

Sec. Marshall, ‘‘I don’t care to discuss his 
procedure.”’ 

Sen. Sparkman. ‘‘All right, I just wanted 
to be certain that we got it onto the record 
that it was not intended to lessen the re- 
sistance but really to step it up, was it not?” 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I think you can read the 
message from the President and understand 
it very clearly.”’ 

Sen. Sparkman. ‘‘That is the way I read 
it. Now, I was very glad that you brought 
out many of these things in a true perspec- 
tive.”’ 


Ask Gen. MacArthur to U. S. 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘I have here a summary, in 
answer to questions of some member of the 
committee, as to invitations to General Mac- 
Arthur to come to this country, 

“TI might lead off with one dug out of the 
record sent by me shortly before I retired 
as Chief of Staff, Sept. 17, 1945. 

“I addressed this to General MacArthur: 

‘**When the situation in Japan permits, I 
suggest that you make a visit home where 
undoubtedly a series of welcomes and cele- 
brations will be proposed, This would amount 
to visits to several representative cities 
throughout the United States, including a stop 
in your state. 

‘**Admiral Leahy has communicated with 
you in reference to a request from the Gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin that you come home there. 
In Washington the Congress would certainly 
invite you to address a joint session, and 
there would be a reception or dinner by the 
President. 

‘* ‘Following all this, you would probably 
want to consider a period of rest. Available 
is a completely staffed de luxe cottage at the 
Ashford General Hospital’—which I believe 
is a reference to White Sulphur Springs, 
which was formerly the Greenbrier Hotel— 
‘at White Sulphur Springs. 

‘*‘T believe your return should best be 
timed with the hearings of the Congressional 
committees on the post-war national defense. 
They have indicated their desire to have you 
testify. I understand these hearings will be 
conducted during late October and Novem- 
ber. Please let me have your views concern- 
ing such proposed visit, together with your 
desires. 

‘**It would be well to consider bringing 
back in your party some representative en- 
listed men as well as officers and naval offi- 
cers, in addition to members of your staff.’ ’’ 

Sen. Gillette (D-Iowa). ‘‘What date was 
that, please?”’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘That was my message of 
Sept. 17, 1945. General MacArthur did not 
think it was wise for him to come back at 
that time.

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Slate Temporary Promotions 


Army officials said this week that the 
first temporary officer promotions 
probably those of major to lieutenant 
colonel—will be announced in approxi- 
mately six to eight weeks, but there was 
some hope that this forecast will be 
shortened. 

According to present plans, temporary 
promotions to the grades of lieutenant 
colonel, major and captain, Army Pro- 
motion List, will be made in increments 
similar to the temporary promotions 
effected during the fall of 1950. 

It is recalled that for most grades 
there were three rounds of temporary 
promotions last year. 

Selection boards are now in session 
considering officers for temporary ad- 
vancement to all ranks. The temporary 
colonel’s board met on 2 April, the lieu- 
tenant colonel’s board on 17 April, the 
major’s board on 24 April and the cap- 
tain’s board on 8 May. 

It was stated that because the best 
qualified method is being used for selec- 
tion of officers to temporary colonel, all 
officers in the zone of consideration must 
be reviewed prior to any promotions in 
that grade. This means that although 
the colonel’s board met first it likely will 
not report its recommendations until 
after promotions to other ranks have 
been made. 





Reenlistment Bonus 


The Chief of Finance, Maj. Gen. Eugene 
M. Foster, USA, this week outlined a sit- 
uation in which a reenlistment bonus 
must be denied to a soldier. The follow- 
ing is the situation described by the Fi- 
nance official. 

Former Corporal John Jones decided 
to reenlist on 1 April, after having been 
separated from the Army on 2 Jan. But 
for some reason or other—let’s say he left 
part of his records back home and has 
to write for them—processing of his re- 
enlistment is delayed until 15 April. 

For seniority purposes (not pay pur- 
poses) Corporal Jones’ reenlistment may 
be antedated—that is, considered to have 
begun 1 April. 

He can have no reenlistment bonus, 
however. 

AR 35-1525 has been altered by Change 
One, dated 21 March 1950, which says 
that even if reenlistments are antedated 
so that they begin within three months of 
the last discharge or separation, no re- 
enlistment bonus will be paid. The reen- 
listment must be an accomplished fact 
within the required three months. 


Colonel Moore Awarded DSC 


Col. Ned D. Moore, commanding officer 
19th Infantry, U. S. Army 24th Infantry 
Division, has been awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Cross for extraordinary 
heroism near Chungam-ni 1 Aug. 1950. 
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DSC For Gen. Sams 

Brig. Gen. Crawford F. Sams, USA, 
Chief of the Public Health and Welfare 
Section, United Nations Command, has 
been awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross for extraordinary heroism in Korea. 

The Citation follows: 

“Brig. Gen. Crawford F. Sams, Medical 
Corps, United States Army, distinguished 
himself by extraordinary heroism in action 
against an armed enemy of the United Na- 
tions in Korea on 13-14 March 1951. Gen- 
eral Sams, Chief, Public Health and Wel- 
ware Section, United Nations Command, 
acquitted himself with rare distinction as 
head of a special operations group whose 
hazardous mission of personally determining 
the possible presence of a_ pestilential 
disease among personnel of enemy forces 
dictated deep infiltration into enemy-held 
territory. Although information had been 
received from ashore that other landing 
parties had been captured and the opera- 
tion was known to the enemy and could 
result in a trap, General Sams nevertheless 
continued on his mission. Through rough 
surf under the cover of darkness and the 
potential threat of enemy-shore fortifications 
and capture by a ruthless foe, General Sams 
and his party of three embarked in a small 
boat from an off-shore rendezvous at 2000 on 
the night of 13 March, later transferring 
to a four-man rubber raft, and arrived ashore 
three hours later. Reaching the beach, he 
proceeded inland and interrogated friendly 
personnel and evaluated vital information 
obtained by them through sustained personal 
reconnaissance of enemy-held territory, in- 
cluding military hospitals and native vil- 
lages. At 0230, 14 March, General Sams’ 
party returned to the off-shore rendezvous 
with conclusive information of such signifi- 
cance as to affect the immediate conduct of 
the United Nations’ armed effort in Korea. 
General Sams’ daring and worthy accom- 
plishments reflect great credit on himself 
and uphold the highest traditions of the 
military service.’’ 


New 187th Airborne RCT 
Emblem 


A new shoulder insignia for para- 
troopers of the 187th Airborne Regimen- 
tal Combat Team has been approved. The 
troopers had been wearing the emblem 
of the Stateside 11th Airborne Division 
in lieu of their own distinctive markings 
since the RCT came to Korea seven 
months ago. 

Brig. Gen. Frank S. Bowen, jr. com- 
manding the 187th, accepted an insignia 
design by Sgt. Michael H. Jordain. It was 
submitted to Eighth U. S. Army Head- 
quarters and later General Matthew B. 
Ridgway, Commander-in-Chief, Far East 
Command, sanctioned the design. 

In the shape of a shield, the insignia 
pictures a white angel wing emerging 
from red flames at the bottom of the 
emblem. A white parachute floats in the 
center of the United Nations blue back- 
ground. A single word, Airborne, is in- 
scribed across the top in white letters. 
It is three and one half inches long. 
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Medical Service In Korea 


There is reason to believe that typhus 
fever has been so extensive among enemy 
forces in Korea “that possibly more 
North Koreans and Chinese Communists 
have been stricken down by this malady 
than by United Nations weapons,” ac- 
cording to Maj. Gen. George E. Arm- 
strong, MC, USA, Deputy Surgeon Gen- 
eral. 

General Armstrong, who will succeed 
Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, MC, USA, 
as Surgeon General of the Army on 1 
July, compared this disease incidence 
with the remarkable record being 
achieved in the care of U. N. troops in 
Korea. 


In an address before the Philadelphia 
Medical Service Reserve Officers Meet- 
ing on 15 May, General Armstrong said 
that between 97 and 98 out of every 100 
men who reach one of our hospitals re- 
cover, “a stupdenous figure which may 
be considered a positive gift of medical 
science to national defense.” 

Contrasting the spread of typhus 
among enemy troops with the disease 
rate among U. N. forces, General Arm- 
strong reported that the allied soldiers 
have suffered no cases of typhus fever 
and only about 25 cases of smallpox, 
many of which were among foreign na- 
tionals and several among seamen of the 
Merchant Marine. 

General Armstrong said the U. N. hos- 
pitals are maintaining the lowest death 
rate “from war casualties ... ever re- 
corded.” He explained that by use of heli- 
copters wounded are brought to hospitals 
within minutes or hours instead of the 
hours and days that would have been 
necessary in any previous war. “Nothing 
anywhere approaching this has ever been 
known in military medical history,” said 
General Armstrong. 





Airdrop Supply Course 


Parachutists, capable of handling Army 
Quartermaster Corps air drop operation, 
will be trained in a new aerial delivery 
course at the Quartermaster School, Fort 
Lee, Va. The course, entitled Parachute 
Packing, Maintenance and Aerial De- 
livery, will open 21 May. 

The aerial delivery course will be the 
first to integrate completely the modern 
concept of air drop involving personnel 
and cargo parachute packing, mainte- 
nance of the parachute as well as spe- 
cialized air drop equipment, and the 
techniques of aerial delivery. 

With an initial class of approximately 
80 students, the new Army Quarter- 
master Corps course will run 12 weeks. 
Each month a new class of approxi- 
mately 100 students is to be added. 

Students will be selected from among 
paratroopers in airborne units of the 
Army and volunteers. After completion 
of the course, the air drop technicians 
will go to paratroop units and to special 
Quartermaster Corps air supply com- 
panies, similar to the 2348th QM Aerial 
Resupply Company now setting airdrop 
records in Korea. 

In the first of the three main phases 
of the new course, students will be 
trained in packing both personnel and 
cargo parachutes. At the end of this 
phase each student will jump with a 
parachute which he has packed. 

The second phase of instruction will 
cover maintenance of all types of Army 
parachutes and of Army air drop equip- 
ment. Army air drop equipment consists 
of nylon webbing, containers for holding 
many small packages and strong but 
light loading platforms to hold guns or 
vehicles. General repair of Quarter- 
master air drop equipment and use of 
sewing machine will be stressed. 

Air drop techniques and use of air 
drop equipment is covered in the third 
phase. In this the employment of the 
many types of parachutes, from the small 
eight-foot parachute through to the giant 
100-foot parachute will be taught. 

Throughout the course the student 
will be schooled in the latest concept of 
air drop which starts with the packing 
of the supplies prior to loading the air- 
craft and the final recovery of the air 
drop equipment from the drop zone. 





Army Permanent Promotions 


The Army in Special Orders No. 95, 14 
May, has announced the permanent pro- 
motion of 2118 Regular Army officers, of 
which only 82 officers will receive actual 
grade advancements.

Former Army Warrant Officers of 
World War II, who are now either civil- 
ians or members of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps or National Guard, may apply for 
appointment as Warrant Officer, Junior 
Grade, in the Volunteer Reserve. 

If appointed, and found physically 
qualified for active military service, ap- 
plicants will be ordered to active service 
following a reasonable delay for settling 
private affairs. Applications for appoint- 
ment should be made to the commanding 
general of the Army area concerned, the 
Army said. 

Applicants must have completed six 
months of honorable and creditable serv- 
ice as warrant officers on active duty in 
the Army of the United States between 
7 December 1941, and 30 June 1947. 

The Army stated this is the first time 
such an opportunity has been offered to 
former warrant officers of the Army. Pre- 
viously, the only appointments of war- 
rant officers in the Organized Reserve 
Corps were those made to fill authorized 
vacancies in Troop Program Units. 

The Army also authorized warrant of- 
ficers who are now members of National 
Guard or Organized Reserve Corps units, 
serving as warrant officers on inactive 
duty, to volunteer for active duty as War- 
rant Officers, Junior Grade (Pay Grade 
W-1).

He 
will retire on 1 June after completing 33 
years of service. 

General Creesy, executive officer of the 
Marine Corps Supply Department, will 
retire on 1 July after 34 years in the Ma- 
rine Corps. He is 57. 

Both officers are being retired at their 
own request, the Marine Corps said, and 
both will be advanced on the retired list 
to the next higher rank. 

Brig. Gen. Harry B. Liversedge, Deputy 
Commander of the Marine Barracks, 
Camp Pendleton, Calif., will succeed Gen- 
eral Craig as Director of the Marine 
Corps Reserve.

In a summary issued in Washington 
this week, the Air Force announced that 
from 26 June 1950, the beginning of the 
Korean conflict to 9 May 1951, a total of 
318 days, the Far East Air Force and 
planes under its operational control in- 
flicted more than 108,000 troop casualties 
on the enemy. 

In this period the Air Force destroyed 
149 enemy aircraft, probably destroyed 
27, and damaged 167. Of these 139 were 
caught on the ground. Our Air Force lost 
212 planes due to enemy action, nearly 
all as a result of ground fire. 

The summary follows: 

More than 108,000 troop casualties were 
inflicted upon the enemy by U. S. Air Force 
and other planes under the operational con- 
trol of the Far East Air Forces during 318 
consecutive days of combat operations in 
Korea from 26 June 1950, through 9 May 
1951. 

Carefully evaluated pilots’ reports show 
also that the FEAF-controlled planes de 
stroyed or damaged 827 locomotives, 11,900 
rail cars, 21,850 motor vehicles, 980 bridges, 
375 tunnels, 2,380 field guns and well over 
1,000 tanks. 

In addition te U. S. Air Force planes, the 
forces under operational control of the Far 
East Air Forces included land-based U. S. 
Marine planes and others of the Royal 
Australian Air Force, the South African Alr 
Force, the Republic of Korea, and the Royal 
Hellenic Air Force. The total forces flew 
191,000 sorties and delivered 86,000 tons of 
bombs, 6,500,000 gallons of Napalm, 85,500,- 
000 rounds of .50 calibre ammunition, and 
238,000 rockets. 

During the period, 212 planes were lost due 
to enemy action. 

U. S. Air Force personnel casualties in 
Korea, regarding which next of kin had been 
notified through midnight 4 May, totaled 563 
killed in action, wounded, or reported miss- 
ing in action. 

Through 9 May, FEAF-controlled planes 
destroyed 149 enemy aircraft, probably de- 
stroyed 27, and damaged 167. Of these, 139 
were caught on the ground. 

Fifty-three of the enemy’s MIG-15 jet 
fighters were destroyed, 17 probably de 
stroyed, and 103 damaged, all In air combat. 

The Far East Air Forces’ 315th Air Divi- 
sion (Combat Cargo) carried 317,000 pas- 
sengers, including sick and wounded, be 
tween Japan and Korea or Korea and Japan. 
In addition, it transported 140,000 tons of 
equipment and supplies to Korea, parachut- 
ing part of this tonnage to isolated ground 
forces. 
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Reserve Officer Policy 


Air Force officials report that Reserve 
officers on Extended Active Duty under 
category statements, who are serving in 
grades lower than Reserve component 
ranks, may separate or sign indefinite 
volunteer status papers upon completion 
of their current tour. 

Reserve officers on EAD under category 
statements, who are serving in a grade 
equal to or higher than their Reserve 
component grade, may sign a volunteer 
indefinite statement. Those not signing, 
the Air Force stated, will be retained on 
involuntary status 21 months after expi- 
ration of current tour. 

The above provisions, it was noted, are 
not applicable to officers of the Air Force 
Medical Service. 

The Air Force statement was made in 
connection with the first expirations of 
category statements this Spring. 


Alaskan Aide-de-Camp 


Capt. Thomas T. Auberry, jr., USAF, 
has been selected as an aide-de-camp to 
Lt. Gen. W. E. Kepner, USAF, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Alaskan Com- 
mand. Previously, he was assistant to 
the Assistant Chief of Staff, Plans and 
Operations, Alaskan Command. 

This is not the first time that the 
captain has served in his present ca- 
pacity. Prior to coming to Alaska last 
August, he was aide-de-camp to General 
Kepner when the general was Command- 
er of the Air Proving Ground, Eglin 
AFB, Fla. On a previous tour of duty in 
Alaska, from 1945 to 1947, Captain Au- 
berry was Assistant Base Operations 
Officer and aide-de-camp to Maj. Gen. 
(then Brig. Gen.) Frank F. Everest, 
Commanding General of the Yukon Sec- 
tion, Alaskan Air Command.

Fly TAF Open for Business 


The newly created Flying Training 
Air Force, the command which controls 
21 Air Force bases which teach all 
phases of flying, became operational 15 
May. 

Fly TAF was organized 1 May, with 
headquarters in Waco, Tex. It is a com- 
ponent part of the Air Training Com- 
mand, formed when the Command split 
recently into flying and technical train- 
ing divisions to cope with the rapid ex- 
pansion of the Air Force. 

Maj. Gen. Warren Rice Carter, USAF, 
was named as Fly TAF’s commanding 
general. 

Fly TAF will implement all high train- 
ing policy and directives laid down by 
the USAF director of training in Wash- 
ington and passed down through head- 
quarters Air Training Command at 
Scott AFB, Ill. It will coordinate and 
direct the Air Force’s entire flying train- 
ing program. 

The 21 bases under its domain, which 
include four civilian contract flying 
schools, stretch from California to 
Florida. 

Fly TAF provides training for pilots, 
navigators, bombardiers, aerial gunners, 
radio and radar observers and combat 
crews. 

The bases include: James Connally, 
Ellington, Goodfellow, Perrin, Randolph, 
Reese, San Marcos, and Bryan Air Force 
bases, in Texas; Columbus and Green- 
ville, in Mississippi; Bartow, Pinecastle 
and Tyndall, in Florida; Craig, Alabama; 
Mather, California; Nellis, Nevada; Luke 
and Williams, in Arizona; Spence, Geor- 
gia; and Vance, in Oklahoma. 





Cites Soviet Air Strength 


The United States had the edge over 
the Soviet Union in the ability to create 
air power, “but Russia has a bigger air- 
craft production rate and probably a 
greater number of military planes,” As- 
sistant Secretary of the Air Force Eugene 
M. Zuckert declared this week. 

Sounding a warning that Russia must 
not be underestimated, the Air Force of- 
ficial noted that in the past 35 years that 
nation “has proved a genius at organ- 
izing.” 

Explaining that Russia was frustrated 
through the years at becoming a world 
power because she was land-locked, As- 
sistant Secretary Zuckert observed that 
“today, air power gives Russia its great 
chance to bid for world influence.” 

Mr. Zuckert, recounting progress of the 
U. S. Air Force in an Armed Forces Day 
address at Cincinnati, Ohio, on 16 May, 
stressed the need for maintaining the U. 
S. as the world leader in air power.

War Crime Trials. The report on the Wake 
Island Conference, made public in connection 
with the Senate investigation into the relief of 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, brings 
up one important subject which undoubtedly will 
be given more serious consideration. At that con- 
ference, when it was thought that the war in 
Korea would soon be over, consideration was be- 
ing given to the courses of action to be followed. 
Mr. W. Averell Harriman asked General Mac- 
Arthur: 

“What about war criminals?” 

General MacArthur replied: 

“Don’t touch the war criminals. It doesn’t 
work. The Nuremberg trials and Tokyo trials were 
no deterrent. In my own right I can handle those 
who have committed atrocities and, if we catch 
them, I intend to try them immediately by mili- 
tary commission.” 

Here is a view on the controversial war trials 
which has not been hitherto expressed by such 
an outstanding authority as General MacArthur. 
It must be remembered that after fighting the Jap- 
anese from Australia to Tokyo, it was he, as Su- 
preme Allied Commander, who had jurisdiction 
over the war trials. He saw many military and 
civilian leaders of his erstwhile enemies con- 
demned to death or to long prison terms. He had 
virtually unparalleled opportunity to observe the 
effect on the people. His judgment now is that the 
trials didn’t work—that they were no deterrent. 
He feels that field courts and provost courts can 
handle actual atrocities. Perhaps a restudy of the 
effects of these trials would lead to a better method 
of handling the problem should it arise in the 
future. 


Army Surgeon General. When Maj. Gen. 
Raymond W. Bliss passes to the retired list the end 
of this month the Army loses not only a fine medi- 
cal officer whose tour as Surgeon General has seen 
the medical service reach great heights of achieve- 
ment, but a soldier whose devotion to the service 
has been outstanding. During the early phases of 
unification when economy was the watchword, 
grave threats were made to discontinue the tradi- 
tional medical and dental care of the families of 
service personnel. Although the movement found 
considerable support in high places in the Depart- 
ment of Defense, General Bliss struck out strongly 
in support of dependent care. He pointed out what 
a vital factor it is to service morale and hence to 
military efficiency. The facts he brought out so 
sharply played an important part in curbing the 
movement. Other great contributions of General 
Bliss included his effective resistance to policies 
that threatened to weaken military control of mili- 
tary medicine and his constant and close coopera- 
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tion with the medical services of the Navy and Air 
Force. 

General Bliss’ successor will be Maj. Gen. George 
E. Armstrong who has been the Deputy Surgeon 
General since 1947. Because General Bliss was 
frequently engaged in visits of inspection to in- 
stallations and activities in the field (he made two 
visits to Korea and the Far East), General Arm- 
strong has had extended experience in all the de-

Origin of War Service Score 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


I have noted, among published letters, two refer- 
ences to the “War Service Score.” “Suspicious” makes 
the following statement: “This device was conceived 
and developed in secrecy,” etc. The implication is 
clear. As I am the individual responsible for recom- 
mending such action by the Department of the Army, 
I would like to give an explanation. 

As to the secrecy of this project, I can only state 
that as a representative of the Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, I personally outlined the plan, on several 
occasions, before representatives of the personnel offi- 
cers of each branch of the service. The original project 
received normal General Staff coordination. 


The initial seed for the “War Service Score” was 
planted in an article for the Infantry Journal, entitled 
“Let the Best Man Win.” That title also indicates the 
purpose of the staff work which eventually produced 
the criticized scores. It was probably the fairest 
evaluation ever made, and I regret that the firmly im- 
bedded reots of past practices have destroyed a sincere 
effort to kill forever bias, favoritism and prejudice. 
No man need fear the War Service Score unless his 
records indicate a degree of inadequacy that places 
him at the very bottom of his contemporaries. 


It is common knowledge that pre-war records re- 
sulted in approximately 96 per cent of all senior offi- 
cers- being rated as either “superior” or “excellent.” 
Obviously, such records were relatively useless for the 
purpose of selecting men for critical positions. They 
were generally disregarded. As chief of the Infantry 
Branch for Ground Forces in 1946, I had a chance to 
study the records and note some of the ghastly mis- 
takes that had resulted. By and large, men of ability 
had eventually been recognized, but some were irre- 
parably hurt. General Van Fleet is a typical example. 
The personnel system in existence before the war had 
denied him the privilege of attending any of the mili- 
tary schools other than that of his basic branch. He 
was still a colonel in June 1944. 


Detailed studies convinced me that men’s records 
were adequate, if evaluated by mature officers. Lt. 
Gen. Lucien Truscott supported my views vigorously. 
Lt. Gen. Willard S. Paul agreed with our recom- 
mendations and appointed the Personnel Evaluation 


tails and problems of the Office of Surgeon Gen- 
eral. His war service covered virtually all phases 
of military medicine culminating in duties as 
surgeon for the CBI and then the China Theaters. 
Like General Bliss, he also has worked closely 
with the Surgeons General of the Navy and Air 
Force. 


Navy Retirements. Now that the Navy is re- 
suming the use of temporary promotions to keep 
its rank status in balance during this period of 
emergency, provision should be made for the re- 
tirement of such officers in their highest tempo- 
rary grade. The Senate Committee in reporting 
out the bill to extend the Navy’s authority for tem- 
porary promotions originally included a provision 
for retirement in the higher ranks, but it is under- 
stood that the amendment will be withdrawn on 
the floor. The Senate should vote this amendment 
to the bill, or, if it fail there, the House should 
insert it and insist upon it in conference.

Board, which was headed by Maj. Gen. Lunsford 
Oliver, and included several officers of equal maturity. 
After prolonged study, they agreed that they could 
evaluate and index records according to qualifications 
with great accuracy, and proceeded with their mis 
sion. The last ten years of an officer’s record war 
considered, but as the period of most significant serv- 
ice was the war years, they titled the initial rating 
the “War Service Score.” It was planned that a board 
of this nature would be continuously in operation so 
that men’s records would be reviewed annually. By 
continuous evaluation of service, men of ability would 
inevitably be indexed for promotion and responsibility. 
Those of least qualifications would gradually reach 
their proper position among those of doubtful value 
to the service. 

I have no apologies for the pian. Too few people 
ever understood its purpose and too many feared to 
have their records fairly evaluated by their peers. The 
most important asset we have is personnel and it is 
given too little consideration. I still feel that a per- 
sonnel board of perhaps twenty-five senior officers 
should be continuously in operation to index officers, 
according to their qualifications, for the training they 
should receive in peace and the positions they should 
be pointed toward occupying during war.

to Red China by all member nations. The vote was 11 to 0, with Egypt abstain- 
ing. Voting for the embargo were the United States, Great Britain, France, Australia, 
Canada, Belgium, Brazil, the Philippines, Turkey, Mexico and Venezuela. It will 
be noted that Russia and Soviet satellite states were not represented on the 
committee. 


The resolution calls for an embargo on shipments to areas under the control 


of Communist China and North Korea of “arms, ammunition, and implements of | 


war, atomic energy materials, petroleum and other items useful in the production 
of arms, ammunition and implements of war.” It leaves to each country the de- 
termination of which commodities fall within the embargo. 


Each nation is asked to try to prevent circumvention of controls, to cooperate 
with other states in making the embargo effective, and to report within 30 days 
the measures taken. The resolution reaffirms the policy of the United Nations of 
calling for a cessation of hostilities in Korea, and the achievement of Allied objectives 
by peaceful means. It requests the Good Offices Committee to continue its work. 


we THE RESOLUTION was approved by the 60-nation Political Committee, which 
assured its adoption by the General Assembly. After Russia had failed in an at- 
tempt to have consideration transferred to the Security Council, the Soviet bloc 
refused to vote on the resolution. The embargo, if imposed, will undoubtedly be ig- 
nored by Russia and puppet states, which have been the principal source of war 
materials for the Communist forces fighting in Korea. 


France has suggested that the proposed embargo be broadened to prohibit 
shipments of transportation supplies, including steel rails for railroads. This sug- 
gestion has received the support of the United States, Great Britain, Australia and 
Venezuela and may be made a part of the embargo. Red China has recently tried to 
secure steel rails from West Germany, but this attempt has been frustrated by the 
occupation authorities. 


pe THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS by the unanimous vote of both Houses 
adopted resolutions this week favoring the embargo of all shipments of war goods 
to Red China. The House of Representatives went a step farther by adopting a 
resolution opposing the admission of Communist China to membership in the United 
Nations. Previously the Senate had adopted an amendment to a pending measure 
which would have the effect of cutting off financial aid to countries supplying war 
materials to Communist countries. 

Sir Gladwyn Jebb, principal delegate of Great Britain to the United Nations, 


in a speech in New York this week strongly supported the proposal to prevent war 
supplies reaching the Chinese Communist government. He said that months ago 


Britain had stopped the shipments of such materials, except rubber, which has | 


now been stopped. He said that the relatively small amount of Malayan rubber 
reaching China had small effect, if any, on the ability of the Reds to prosecute the 
Korean invasion. Furthermore, he said, the Reds could always get all the rubber 
they needed from Indonesia. 

The British diplomat did not favor cutting off all trade with Red China, since 
such exchange includes essential foodstuffs urgently needed by China’s neighbors. 
It has been pointed out that a limited exchange of non-military goods, including 
cotton and foodstuffs, continues between Japan and the Chinese mainland, without 
objection by the United States. Some of the British fear that an enlargement of 
the proposed embargo might result in retaliation by the Chinese Communists, with 
a bar on food shipments from China to Hong Kong and Singapore. The large 
Chinese population of Hong Kong is almost entirely dependent on Red China for its 
supply of rice. 


®&® IN SINGAPORE, top British, American and French military officers conferred 
this week on measures that might be taken for the defense of Southeast Asia against 
Communist aggression. Attending the meeting were Vice Admiral Arthur D. Struble, 
USN, Commander of the American list Fleet; Brig. Gen. Francis G. Brink, USA, 
Chief of the American Military Mission in Indo-China; Gen. Sir John Harding, 
Commander-in-Chief British Far East Ground Forces; Admiral Sir Guy Russell, 
commander-in-Chief British Far East Naval Station; Air Marshal Sir Francis 
Fogarty, Commander-in-Chief British Far East Air Forces; Gen. Jean de Lattre de 
Tassigny, Commander-in-Chief French Forces in Indo-China; Gen. Fay, Chief of 
Staff of the French Air Forces; Vice Admiral Ortoli, Commander-in-Chief in Indo- 
China; and Lt. Gen. Pelissier, Commanding French Air Forces in Indo-China. All 
were accompanied by members of their staffs. 


While the military situation in Southeast Asia has improved materially in 
recent weeks, Communist guerrillas are still active in Indo-China, Burma and Thai- 
iand. It is understood that the Singapore conference considered plans for defense 
of the area should the Chinese Communists launch a heavy attack in support of 
the Red guerrillas in any of these countries. 


® TENSION between Great Britain and Iran, arising out of the action of the 
Iranian parliament in approving the proposal to nationalize the vast holdings of 
the British-controlled Anglo-Iranian Oil Company continues to mount. Great Britain 
plans to seek a compromise with the Iranian government, with the support of the 
United States, in an effort to settle the dispute peaceably. However, the anti-foreign 
feeling in Iran has been whipped to a frenzy by radical agitators, and any British 
proposal is almost certain to be rejected. 


It is reported in England, without official confirmation, that the 16th Parachute 
Brigade of the British Army has been alerted for possible overseas service. Some 
observers seek to relate this action to the Anglo-Iranian oil crisis. However, it 
seems certain that the British would hesitate to use military force in the current 
dispute, lest it might accelerate the growing anti-British sentiment throughout the 
Near East. Further, disorder in Iran might be used as a pretext for Russian 
intervention. 


The radical premier of Iran, the aging Dr. F. Mohammed Mossadegh, fainted as 
he was overcome with emotion in telling the Iranian parliament that his life had 
been threatened. Subsequently, he sought refuge in the parliamentary buildings 
as a sanctuary from his enemies. Apparently even this radical leader is not suffi- 
ciently anti-foreign to suit his fanatical followers. Leaflets have appeared in Teheran 
attacking Mossadegh for failure to free prisoners accused of plotting the assassina- 
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tion of those opposing the nationalization of the British-owned oil interests. A 
leader of a Moslem extremist group was arrested this week for threatening Mossa- 
degh. 














m THE ARMY this week seized the government of Bolivia, deposing President 
Mamerto Urriolagoitia, who fled to Chile. This coup was an aftermath of the recent 
election in which ne candidate received the required majority, but Victor Paz 
Estenssorro, exiled leader of the nationalist revolutionary movement, who was sup- 
ported by the Communists and other dissident elements, received a large plurality. 
Under Bolivian laws, where no candidate receives a majority of the votes cast the 
parliament chooses the president from among the three highest candidates. While 
the parliament is anti-Communist the army apparently wanted to avert the pos- 
sibility that anyone might be chosen who would be acceptable to the Reds. The 
military junta has cancelled the results of the recent election, but promised to hold 
a new one. The United States is vitally concerned in retaining Bolivian friendship, 
since that country is the source of much of our tin supply. 


Army General Officer Promotions—The quick Senate approval last week 


| of the promotion of Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, USA, to four-star rank likely will 


be followed by early Presidential nominations of other Army officers to and within 
general officer ranks. In the Far East, there is little doubt but that the President 
soon will name Maj. Gen. William M. Hoge, USA, the only two-star corps commander 


| in Korea, for the rank of lieutenant general. Also, the advancement of General 


Ridgway presumably will be followed by the promotion of his Chief of Staff, Maj. 
Gen. Doyle O. Hickey, USA, to the rank of lieutenant general. 

Speculation persists that Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet, USA, Eighth Army, will 
be given the rank of general, normally awarded to the commander of an army in 
combat. However, it may be that this promotion will be delayed for a time, since 
General Van Fleet has only been in the Far East a relatively short time. 

Meantime, it is certain that the Army will have to make a number of general 
officer promotions in the near future to fill billets. For example, in some cases com- 
manding generals of divisions are only brigadier generals and there are some assist- 
ant division commanders who hold only the rank of colonel. 


Additionally, the Army must fill the vacancy of Commanding General, Second 
Army, Ft. Meade, Md., with a three-star officer. Since General Van Fleet’s departure 
to succeed General Ridgway as Eighth Army commander, the Second Army post is 
being filled on an acting basis by Maj. Gen. Clift Andrus, USA. Also, Lt. Gen. Albert 


| C. Wedemeyer, USA, Commanding General, Sixth Army, Presidio of San Francisco, 


Calif., has announced plans to retire. Published reports that General Mark W. Clark, 
USA, Chief, Army Field Forces, Ft. Monroe, Va., would retire soon have not been 
denied. 

Thus, it is apparent that a number of Army promotions from colonel to brigadier 
general, from brigadier general to major general and from major general to lieutenant 
general are in the offing. 


Officer Utilization: A British Viewpoint — The introduction in Con- 
gress this week of legislation to curtail forced retirement of military personnel, 
discussed in detail in this issue of THE JouRNAL. has a counterpart in a study being 
conducted by the British War Office. 

As discussed in the April issue of The United Services and Empire Review, a 
distinguished British independent military publication, concern has been expressed 
over the effect of the relatively short careers characteristic of military service. The 
Review notes that “even if the young man himself has not worried much about what 
was going to happen 20 or 30 years hence, parents and schoolmasters have been 
loath to encourage boys to enter a profession which might provide employment 
only to middle life.” 

The publication concedes that “fighting is essentially a young man’s job,” but 
contends nonetheless that greater use can be made of officers up to a maximum 
uge of 55. It is noted that in periods between wars in the past, large numbers 
of both officers and men have had to leave the Services in their 40's. 

As a possible solution to this problem, it is suggested that greater use be made 
of retired officers, with a number of posts now filled by officers on the active list 
being made available to retired officers. “This will not only make available further 
employment for older officers, but will release younger officers for more active 
duties and thus secure more economical and efficient use of available manpower,” 
says the Review in words which closely parallel the statement made by Representa- 
tive James E. Van Zandt (R-Pa.), in urging a temporary halt to forced retirement 
of U. S. military personnnel during the current emergency. 

The Review, in discussing the study made by the Army Council, asserts that 
it will be the policy in the future, to the extent possible without sacrificing combat 
efficiency, “to retain every man who wishes to stay so long as suitable employment 
can be found for him.” 


General MacArthur’s Orders—Army officials said late this week that 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur still is under orders which the President 
authorized him to issue at the time of the general’s removal from command on 
10 April. The President told General MacArthur: “You are authorized to have 
issued such orders as are necessary to complete desired travel to such place as you 
select.” 

Presumably, at a later date, General MacArthur will be assigned by the Depart- 
ment of the Army to the Office of the Chief of Staff, a technical procedure for five- 
star officers. General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, while serving as president 
of Columbia University, officially was attached to the Office of the Chief of Staff. 
This is because five-star officers are always available for active duty. 


Medical Regulating Group Inspects—aA group of officers representing 
the Armed Services Medical Regulating Office will leave Washington, D. C., by air 
tomorrow, 20 May, to visit medical installations in Hawaii and the Far East Com- 
mand. They include Col. Byron L. Steger, MC, USA, Lt. Comdr. C. L. Crawford, 
USN (MSC), and Maj. Newton S. Ritter, USAF (MSC), Office of The Surgeon, MATS. 
The group will spend approximately 15 days inspecting Armed Services Medical 
Regulating activities pertinent to the evacuation of patients. 
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Retatien Pregress -The arrival in the United States this week of the second 
group of Army officers and enlisted men rotated from Korea reveals the smooth 
manner in which this operation is progressing. Additional hundreds of Army person- 
nel will be arriving in the United States in the next few weeks and by this summer 
a monthly rotation involving 20,000 men is foreseen. 

Since the Army has six divisions in Korea, this means arithmetically that a 
division will be rotated completely—but not as a unit—every six months. Undoubt- 
edly, for any length of time, it would be difficult to maintain combat efficiency with 
such a rate of turn-over. 

It is conceivable that at a later date consideration may be given to substituting 
rotation on an individual basis for unit rotation in order to preserve fighting effi- 
ciency of divisions. If such a decision were made, presumably the Army would call 
upon the 40th and 45th National Guard divisions, now training in Japan, for combat 
service. This would permit removal from front lines of entire division organizations 
for a respite and rebuilding, after which they could then be returned to action. 

However, for the next few months, at least, it appears that rotation will be 
implemented on an individual basis, rather than by divisions. 
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Old Seldiers—The following is an excerpt from an article published in the 
Lynn, Mass., Daily Evening Item, and inserted into the Congressional Record by 
Representative Thomas J. Lane (D-Mass.): 

“The Library of Congress has discovered that the barracks ballad resurrected 
to fame by Gen. Douglas MacArthur—Old Soldiers Never Die, They Just Fade 
Away—originated in a semisacred song composed in 1858 by one of the Singing 
Hutchinsons of Lynn. 

“According to a reference librarian in the Library of Congress’ music division, 
the ballad that General MacArthur paraphrased in his address before Congress 
April 19, was originally entitled ‘Kind Words Can Never Die.’ It was composed 
by Abigail Jemima (Abby Hutchinson) Patton. 

“She was a member of the famous family of troubadours who lived on High 
Rock. Three generations of the Singing Hutchinsons returned to High Rock after 
concert tours which took them from Boston’s Faneuil Hall to the California gold 
field. Pioneers of family group singing, they performed for Lincoln in the White 
House and for McClellan’s troops. 

“It is not known just when the ‘Kind Words’ song evolved into the ‘Old Soldiers’ 
version. Perhaps during the Civil War, for the ‘Old Soldier’ song was a favorite 
with Civil War veterans. 

“Tt is curious,’ said the Government librarian, ‘how the chorus has survived 
without the original verses.’ Except for a note or two, the chorus of Old Soldiers 
is the same as when Sister Abby composed ‘Kind Words’.” 


Alternate Pentagen —The Department of Defense disclosed this week 
existence of emergency plans for alternate headquarters in case present headquar- 
ters at the Pentagon become inoperable. Detailed information regarding the emer- 
gency headquarters are “classified,” but assembly points to which Defense Depart- 
ment personnel would report, if regular places of duty should be destroyed, are 
designated on cards distributed this week to Pentagon personnel and employees 
in other Defense Department buildings. 


Canadian-U. S. Cooperation — Two platoons of Canadian infantrymen 
arrived 13 May at The Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga., to demonstrate infantry 
tactical methods, equipment and the universal Bren gun carrier to interested agencies 
of the Army. 

The demonstration is another fulfillment of the close cooperation between the 
armies of the United States and Canada, which have a standardization agreement 
designed to provide the most effective utilization of common strength by modifying 
existing equipment, its use, developing new weapons acceptable to both, and devel- 
oping tactical doctrines. 


Army Nurse Cerps Inerease—Brig. Gen. Paul I. Robinson, USA, Chief, 
Personnel Division, Office of the Surgeon General, Department of the Army, has 
announced that 662 nurses were placed on active duty with the Army Nurse Corps 
from 1 Jan. through 30 Apr. This is 22 per cent of the requirement for 3,000 Army 
nurses established as a procurement goal for the first six months of 1951. 
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Navy Surgeen General’s Sympesium-—The symposium of the Surgeon 


General of the Navy with members of the Medical Department will be held at the 
National Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md., 23-25 May. The symposium is held 
annually, circumstances permitting, to afford an opportunity for the Senior Medical 


and Dental Officers in Command of the various Naval medical department facili- 
ties to discuss problems. 

Rear Adm. Lamont Pugh, MC, USN, Surgeon General of the Navy will deliver 
the principal address. The welcome address will be made by Rear Adm. Clifford 
A. Swanson, MC, USN, Commanding Officer of the Medical Center, and Rear Admiral 
Clarence J. Brown, MC, USN, Deputy and Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery will act as Chairman. 


Reduce the Seldier’s Load —The Army hopes to reduce by as much as 
65 per cent the weight of items which soldiers must carry into combat. This was 
reported in a speech delivered this week by General J. Lawton Collins, USA, Chief 
of Staff. Here is what General Collins had to say regarding the efforts to reduce 
the soldier’s load: 

“Almost every item that the soldier carries is being examined, and wherever 
possible is being made lighter. We hope to save as much as 65 per cent, primarily 
by the use of lighter metal alloys and other lighter materials. A few of the items 
in which we are making progress are: a new rifle, a new pistol, new machine guns, 
new ammunition. Our new 3.5-inch bazooka, for example, weighs less than the 
original 2.36-inch model. We also have a new intrenching tool that will replace 
the shovel, pick-mattock, and axe; this one item will cut 3 pounds, 14 ounces from 
the soldier’s load. The new aluminum-nylon helmet will save 8 per cent in weight 
but will give 15 per cent more protection. New tropical combat boots under develop- 
ment wil! be three-fourths of a pound lighter than our regular boot. We are even 
reducing the weight of the soldier’s eating equipment by almost a pound.” 


Army Aerial Supply—The growing Army emphasis on airborne problems 
was illustrated this week with establishment of an Air Plans and Policy Office 
within the Office of the Quartermaster General. The new office is headed by Lt. 
Col. Harold L. Dorsett and is in the Planning Branch of the Military Planning 
Division, OQMG. 

Major functions of the new office are to coordinate the aerial supply functions 
recently assigned to The Quartermaster General to assist in the development of Army 
airborne plans, and to assure that Army air drop supply operations are carried 
out with maximum effectiveness. Currently the new office is evaluating the opera- 
tions of the Quartermaster Corps’ first air drop company, the 2348th Quartermaster 
Aerial Resupply Company, which has dropped more than 20,000,000 pounds of all 
types of supplies in Korea. 

The new office also will maintain close liaison with the Quartermaster School, 
Ft. Lee, Va., which is inaugurating a new Parachute Packing, Maintenance and Aerial 
Delivery course on 21 May. 


Far East P.1I.0.—Col. G. P. Welch recently was named Public Information 
Officer for General Headquarters, United Nations and Far East Commands, in Tokyo, 
where he succeeds Col. M. P. Echols, reassigned in the United States. During World 
War II, Colonel Welch served as Public Relations Officer for the African-Middle 
East Theaters, the Eastern Defense Command and the First Army. 

He came to Japan in April 1949 and became the commanding officer of the 
13th Field Artillery on Kyushu and Deputy Post Commander of Camp Hakata, also 
on Kyushu. Prior to a recent assignment in the G-1 Section, GHQ, he served in 
Korea as commanding officer of the 3lst Field Artillery, 7th Division. 


Infantry Center—The recently reactivated 508th Airborne Infantry Regi- 
ment will begin training at Ft. Benning, Ga., the latter part of this month. 

Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, jr., last week inspected the Fourth Infantry 
Division, 19,000 strong, and praised the entire division for its smartness during the 
final full-scale review prior to overseas shipment to Europe. 


AF Special Investigations—Maj. Raymond F. Newkirk of the Air Force 
Office of Special Investigations (IG), has been admitted to the bar of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. He was admitted officially on 7 May. 


National Guard Benefits—in a move to protect employment rights of 
men serving in the New York National Guard and other military forces of the 
state, New York has enacted legislation giving its citizen-soldiers and sailors the 
Same re-employment benefits enjoyed by G.I.’s under Federal Law, according to 
Maj. Gen. Karl F. Hausauer, chief of staff to Governor Dewey and commanding 
general, New York National Guard. 

The law covers armory drills, field training, attendance at U. S. Armed Forces 
schools and active state duty. Certain provisions of the law also apply to members 
of Reserve components of the Federal forces, as well as to members of the state’s 
military forces. 


Peary Decument te Museum —tThe original document left by Adm. Robert 
E. Peary at a cairn in the Arctic forty-five years ago has been turned over to the 
U. S. Naval Academy Museum, and is now on display with other possessions of 
the late explorer. 

Recovered last August by a joint Canadian-U. S. resupply expedition, the docu- 
ment was made available to the museum by the Canadian Government which ex- 
pressed the hope that “it might be placed in the Museum at the Naval Academy 
as a memento of the Navy’s contribution to early Arctic exploration.” 


Jets Not Fer Childrem—The Marine Corps has released some statistics on 
one of its jet squadrons—the Marine “Panther” squadron—which indicate that flying 
is not kids’ play. Although jet flying has long been considered a young man’s field, 
the average age of pilots in the Marine squadron is 30.1 years. 

The ages of the squadron flyers range from 26 to 27. Granddaddy of the Leather- 
neck jetsters is lst Lt. Merle C. Davis, and the youngster is Lt. Danny Johnson.

and to substitute therefor the grade of com- 
modore, and to provide that any vacancies 
in the grade of commodore on the active 
list of the Navy and Coast Guard resulting 
from this bill shall be filled by the appoint- 
ment of qualified officers who at the time of 
nomination are serving in the grade of cap- 
tain and who have been selected for promo- 
tion in accordance with existing provisions 
of law. 

“The present Navy system of grade desig- 
nations reflect the traditions of the principal 
maritime nations. They are universally un- 
derstood and accepted throughout naval cir- 
cles as being descriptive of specific respon- 
sibilities inherent in naval operations. These 
titles have special significance within the 
rank structure of the Navy in relation to 
naval functions both on sea and ashore. 

“The Navy has not had the permanent 
grade of commodore on the active list since 
1899. The purpose of abolishing the grade 
and having rear admiral instead was de- 
signed to put the United States Navy on 
an equal footing with important foreign 
navies which do not have the grade of com- 
modore. In dealings and encounters be- 
tween the United States and foreign navies 
the foreigners had the advantage of rank. 
The many usages and customs of interna- 
tional courtesy regarding firing salutes, the 
making of calls and returning such calls, 
the assignment of berths in foreign ports are 
all based on relative rank. For the United 
States to discontinue the actual rank of a 
large proportion of its flag officers and re- 
duce the relative rank of future rear ad- 


mirals because of the later date their com- | 


mission will bear, will operate to put the 
United States, with the largest and most 
important Navy in the world, again at a 
serious disadvantage in a way detrimental 
to the prestige of the nation. During almost 
half a century of practice, foreign navies 
and the United States Navy have achieved 
a certain relative status in the matter of 
rank of their flag officers. Should the United 
States reduce the rank and precedence of its 
flag officers, we would be placed in a dis- 
advantageous position. Should this occur, it 
would deprive American naval officers of 


| requisite seniority to assume command of 


combined naval formations or deprive them 
of requisite seniority for assignment to key 
staff positions en combined policy-making 
military echelons. I am attaching hereto a 
copy of memorandum from the Office, Chief 
of Naval Operations, showing the status of 
the grade of commodore among the foreign 
navies of the world. 

“In view of the above, the Department of 
Defense recommends against enactment of 
the subject bill.’’ 

Commodores In Foreign Navies 

‘1. The following countries have the rank 
of Commodore in their Navies: 

“‘(a) Following countries have the perma- 
nent rank of commodore in addition to other 


flag ranks: 
Mexico Norway 
Nationalist China Sweden 
Denmark Canada 


and 

“‘(b) The United Kingdom has two ranks 
of Commodore, First Class and Second Class. 
Both are senior captains appointed to the 
temporary rank of Commodore to fill special 
billets. At present, there are approximately 
fifteen Commodores in the Royal Navy: 

“*(c) Belgium has permanent rank of Com- 
modore which is their senior naval rank; 

‘ “‘(d) Cuba—Senior naval rank is Commo- 
ore. 

“‘(e) Netherlands—Temporary rank of 
Commodore was reestablished in July 1949 
for officers appointed to special posts. 

“(f) Australia, New Zealand, India, and 
Pakistan all have rank of Commodore in 
addition to other flag ranks, and all are 
considered temporary. 

“*(g) Dominican Republic has rank of 
Commodore in addition to other flag ranks 
but at present senior naval officer is captain. 

““(h) Irish Republic—The highest rank Is 
— but no one at present holds this 


Brigadier General Bill 

“The purpose of S.65, in substance, is to 
abolish the rank of brigadier general in 
the Army, Air Force and Marine Corps and 
substitute therefor the rank of major general 
of the lower half, and to provide that any 
vacancies in the grade of major general on 
the active list of the Army, Air Force or 
Marine Corps resulting from this bill shall 
be filled by the appointment of qualified 
officers who at the time of nomination are 
serving in the grade of colonel and who have 
been selected in accordance with existing 
provisions of law providing for the selection 








of officers for appointment to the grade of 
brigadier general. 

“The present grade designation of briga- 
dier general as used in the Army, Air Force, 
and Marine Corps is based on the organiza- 
tional structure and command requirements 
of these services. The grade bears a definite 
relationship to positions of authority and re 
sponsibility requiring prestige commensurate 
with general officer rank in a _ position 
subordinate to that of major general. The 
present grade designation used by these 
services has become traditional through 
years of usage and is commonly understood 
throughout military circles. 

“In view of the above, the Department 
of Defense recommends against enactment 
of the subject bill.’’

these invitations to General MacArthur, and 
I will give you a brief response: 

“On March 1, 1948, Congressman Eaton 
asked him, on behalf of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee. He said he was sorry he could 
not make the trip at that time. That will be 
in your records up here. . 

“On May 2, 1948, Senator Bridges asked 
him on behalf of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. He said he was sorry he could not 
make it at that time. 

“On Aug. 12, 1949, the combined Senate 
Foreign Relations and Armed Services Com- 
mittees passed a resolution that the Secretary 
of Defense request General MacArthur and 
Admiral Badger to return if not iIncompati- 
ble with national interests to give views on 
pending arms implementation bill. 

“The Secretary of Defense transmitted the 
resolution for MacArthur’s comments, and 
MacArthur rejected the invitation. I don't 
know what the manner of the statement was, 
but you would have that here in your records 
—the rejection. 

*“‘Now, in addition, I found out on inquiry 
that in 1946 some time in the summer, the 
President sent a communication through his 
aide, to General MacArthur, inviting him to 
come back in particular to receive a decora- 


tion. 
Visits to MacArthur 

“I believe that covers that phase of the 
matter, but I would like to add to it this fur- 
ther statement in regard to one of the ques- 
tions asked, that is the visits to General Mac 
Arthur himself. I found that Admiral Leahy 
had not made such a visit, but that the Chiefs 
of Staff, complete with General Bradley, the 
chairman, had visited General MacArthur in 
January and February, 1950; that General 
Bradley in June, 1950, interviewed General 
MacArthur in Tokyo, with the then Secretary 
of Defense, Mr. Johnson, and on the twelfth 
to the eighteenth of October, as you just re 
ferred, he accompanied the President to the 
interview on Wake Island. 

‘“‘Admiral Sherman made the visit, of 
course, with the Chiefs of Staff in January 
and February to Tokyo to see General Mac- 
Arthur, and in August, 1950, with General 
Collins, he made another visit. General Eisen- 
hower visited him in the period between April 
and May, 1946. General Collins, the Chief of 
Staff of the Army, visited him in October, 
1949 and in January to February appeared 
with the complete Chiefs of Staff group. Thea 
in July, he proceeded again out there, and 
interviewed General MacArthur in company 
with General Vandenberg, and in August, he 
duplicated that visit In company with Ad- 
miral Sherman; and then again, he made a 
visit in early December, 1950, and then again 
in January, January 12 or 18, I don’t know 
what specific time he was in Tokyo, In com- 
pany with General Vandenberg, he made an- 
other visit. 

“General Vandenberg, I have already re 
ferred to, visited General MacArthur with the 
Chiefs of Staff in January and February. He 
visited him with General Collins in July, and 
he visited him again with General Collins 
in January, 1951. I am sorry to have inter- 
rupted the trend of your questions.’’ 

Sen. Gillette. ‘‘Well, General, that answers 
much more explicitly, much more fully than 
I anticipated, the question that I asked you, 
which was specifically whether marked re- 
luctance was usually a factor in determin- 
ing orders to be issued from any member of 
the armed services, from the top to the bot- 
tom.”’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘Well, his regrets in each 
case were based on the importance of the 
situation there.’’ 


Praises Witnesses 

Sen. Russell (Chairman). ‘‘When we see 
these two men (Gen. MacArthur and Sec. 
Marshall) who have made such great contri- 
butions to their country appear before this 
committee and stand this grueling examina- 
tion, I think I can with certitude observe 
that these men who came into the Army in 
the period of the old soldiers of the song 
not only do not die but they are a tough 
breed and don’t fade very easily. 

“‘The members of the committee have been 
able to get up, walk around, even retire from 
the room for a few moments on occasion, 
and neither of these witnesses has asked at 
any moment that there be any recess in the 
hearings for any reason, and have insisted at

times when the committee has Indicated a de- 
sire to recess, that they desired to have the 

hearings continue. 

“General, I want to thank you for your 
complete cooperation with this committee. 

‘In view of the fact that you have served 
as Chief of Staff, as Ambassador and per- 
sonal representative of the President to China 
at one of the most critical periods of history, 
served as Secretary of State, Secretary of 
Defense, why you have been asked about not 
only a number of policies but a number of 
specific instances. 

“Your recollection as to details and as to 
dates of all of these various transactions has 
been perfectly astonishing to me. I have sat 
here and wondered if I could recall as vividly 
incidents of my legislative career over the 
past several years as you have this very 
varied experience that you have had, and I 
have concluded that I would not like to have 
been put to the test. 

“Some of these questions have very frank- 
ly been repetitious and your patience has 
been almost infinite.”’ 


On Manpower 

Sen. Johnson (D-Tex.), ‘‘I wonder if you 
would give this committee the benefit of your 
recommendations as to what we can do? What 
the country can do, what the Congress can 
do, what your department can and should do 
to speed the day when we will be prepared.”’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘The most important action 
that I can think of at the moment Is the con- 
clusion before the Congress of their considera- 
tion in relation to the manpower act, which 
contains the basis for a continued improve- 
ment in our military posture with a decreased 
cost. That is not to my mind merely the ques- 
tion of the general discussions but the time 
factor is becoming very serious because our 
further actions, particularly in the way of 
legislation regarding the reserve and all, are 
dependent on what the set-up Is to be. 

“At the present moment then I feel that 
prompt action regarding that manpower bill, 
and I hope action that does not destroy the 
most important phase of the matter, should 
be brought to a Conclusion. 

“As to the appropriations, I think I have 
already said that I thought the Congress had 
acted with commendable promptness despite 
the large sums involved tn regard to the vari- 
ous supplementary appropriation items. 

“The general procedure under Mr. Wilson, 
I would not attempt to analyze that because 
It is a very complicated matter, I am princi- 
pally concerned with the inflationary factors 
which cut down our Defense Department pur- 
chasing requirements. 

“The attitude of the people, of course, Is 
avery impressive factor in the whole affair; 
and what I am always worried about, and 
reference has been made to something of the 
sort this morning, is that we have to wait 
for some catastrophe to bring the unified 
action that the country will always give you. 

“I am very hopeful that they can all realize 
that we must move together in reasonable 
unity and very solidly behind the whole pro- 
gram. 

“That is talking in generalizations, but my 
main consideration there is that we don’t have 
to wait for a catastrophe to bring about that 
energy, that unity that is so essential.’’ 

Sen, Johnson. ‘‘You mentioned the Impor- 
tant basic phases of the manpower program. 
Would you care to elaborate on what you 
consider the more important ones?’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘The most important factor 
in the manpower bill is, of course, the Uni- 
versal Military training and Service. 

“T have talked about that so often, I almost 
give offense by talking about it again. I was 
concerned in General MacArthur's statement 
in regard to it. But he prefaced his comments 
by the fact that he had not studied the bill, 
and he made a special reference to his con- 
cern as to Its effect on labor. 

“Well, of course, he was not aware of the 
fact that labor has endorsed the bill, and it 
has been written In a way to cause the least 
unfortunate effect on the labor situation in 
our industries. 

“As to the part that gave me most con- 
cern, it was the implication, if not the direct 
Statement, that it was a matter that must 
have very serious consideraion. He had said 
almost the same words before the Seventy- 
second Congress, and I think ever since then 
we have been giving it very, very serious 
consideration; and I cannot think of much 
else that can be said on the subject.” 

Sen. Johnson. ‘‘Do you know of any pro- 
Posal advanced by the Department of De- 
fense in your experience that has had more 
adequate consideration than the Universal 
Military Training program?” 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘Offhand, I cannot think of 
any, except, maybe—but in a quite different 
Manner—the question of what an officer can 
and should talk about before a committee, 
and what he should not, if anything.” 
(Laughter). 

Sen. Johnson. ‘‘There is certainly no dis- 
agreement within the services or within the 
department that you are aware of with re- 
gard to the bill passed by the Senate on man- 
power ?’’ 

Sec. Marshall. ‘‘It had the complete en- 
dorsement of all the various portions con- 
eerned."’ 











GENERAL BRADLEY 








Sen. Russell (Chairman). ‘“‘To my mind, 
General Bradley holds a unique position in 
the history of our country. He is not only 
one of the ablest of our fighting generals, a 
man who has earned promotions by his ac- 
tions on the field of battle, but he is one of 
the most efficient administrators, as was 
demonstrated by his efficiency in running one 
of the largest and most complex businesses in 
this country, our Veterans Administration. 

“But even more important than that he 
has earned the respect and affection of the 
American people as a man with a rare com- 
bination of qualities of great humanity and 
great humility. 

“Throughout the world’s history, popular 
and successful generals have earned their de- 
scriptive titles, and have been known by those 
titles. 

“A few of those that come to mind are 
‘The Swamp Fox,’ ‘The Iron Duke,’ ‘Uncon- 
ditional Surrender,’ ‘Stonewall,’ ‘Old Rough 
and Ready.’ There have been any number of 
adjectives used to describe those who have 
obtained success in war. 

“But it Is particularly fitting that General 
Bradley emerged from World War II with 


but one characterization, and that was ‘The 
G, I.’s General.’ 

‘*These titles given to him are usually used 
to measure people’s feeling toward their lead- 
ers. In this case, I believe the term was a 
fitting recognition of the fact that here was a 
man who, despite his high rank and com- 
manding position, still walked in sufficient 
humbleness to look at the world through the 
standpoint of the common solder, the man 
who carries a rifle.’’ 

Gen. Bradley, ‘‘At the very outset, I want 
to make it clear that I would not say any- 
thing to discredit the long and illustrious 
career of General Douglas MacArthur. We 
may have different views on certain aspects of 
our government’s military policy, but that is 
not unusual. 

‘‘Certainly there have been no personal con- 
siderations in our differences of opinion. In 
matters of such great scope and of such im- 
portance many people have different ideas 
and might consequently recommend different 
courses of action... . 


World-Wide Strategy 
“The Joint Chiefs of Staff, in view of their 
global responsibilities and their perspective 
with respect to the world-wide strategic situa- 
tion, are in a better position than is any single 
theatre commander to assess the risk of gen- 
eral war. Moreover, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
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are best able to judge our own military re- 
sources with which to meet that risk... . 

“As long as we keep the conflict within 
its present scope, we are holding to a mini- 
mum the forces we must commit and tle 
down. 

“The strategic alternative, enlargement of 
the war in Korea to include Red China, would 
probably delight the Kremlin more than any- 
thing else we could do, It would necessarily 
tie down additional forces, especially our sea 
power and our air power, while the Soviet 
Union would not be obliged to put a single 
man into the conflict. 

“Under present circumstances, we have 
recommended against enlarging the war. The 
course of action often described as a ‘limited 
war’ with Red China would increase the risk 
we are taking by engaging too much of our 
power in an area that is not the critical 
strategic prize. 

‘‘Red China is not the powerful nation seek- 
ing to dominate the world. Frankly, In the 
opinion of the joint Chiefs of Staff, this 
strategy would involve us in the wrong war, 
at the wrong place, at the wrong time and

The Joint Chiefs of 
Staff have continually given their considered 
opinion—always from a military viewpoint— 
concerning our global capabilities and re- 
sponsibilities and have recommended our 
present strategy in and for Korea. This has 
been the course of action which the Secre- 





tary of Defense and the Commander in Chief 
have adopted as far as practicable... ."

Sen. Russell. ‘‘Did the recommendations of 
the Joint Chiefs—did they approve of the im- 
mediate relief of General MacArthur? Was 
there any discussion as to delay in time, or 
did any of them express any objection to the 
immediate relief of General MacArthur?”’ 

Gen. Bradley. ‘‘I don’t remember that the 
exact time of the relief was discussed. Maybe 
some of the Chiefs will remember. I didn’t 
include it in my notes I made immediately 
afterward, as to the timing of it. The ques- 
tion ef whether or not he could be left in part 
of his position and relieved of the command 
in Korea was discussed and from a military 
point of view, the Chiefs thought that was 
not feasible.’’

Bridges. ‘‘Well, that is important tc 
know who originated the idea. It was not you 
that originated the idea of firing MacArthur 
then?”’ 

Gen. Bradley. ‘No, sir.”’ 

Sen. Bridges. ‘‘It was not the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff?"’

Gen. Bradley. ‘‘I think, frankly, it would 
have been better had it been handled in a 
little different way, and it was intended to 
be handled a different way, and then the de 
cision was made to handle it differently.” 

Sen. Bridges. ‘‘Do you think it was good 
for the morale of our troops to do it this 
way?’’ 

Gen, Bradley. ‘‘I don’t think it had any 
particular effect on the morale of our troops.” 

Bridges. ‘‘Would you be surprised that 
a great many people have written certain 
Senators—they have certainly written me— 
saying that it has had a real effect on the 
troops ?”’

Army Finance Corps 
(Continued from First Page) 
was transported to North Africa for this 
purpose. The natives worked eagerly for 
their payment in fabrics, This, too, was 
strategy. 

The Corps is proud of such accomplish- 
ments. Now let us look at other opera- 
tions and activities of which the Finance 
Corps is proud—at things we are doing, 
have done, or will do. 

First, however, here is a very broad 
breakdown of Finance Corps organization 
into three main categories: 

1. The Office of the Chief of Finance. 
Located in Washington, it is the Corps’ 
nerve center. There the Chief of Finance 
and his competent personal staff adminis- 
ter the Corps. They are assisted by six 
main divisions: the Accounting, Military 
Personnel, Management, Receipts and 
Disbursements, Finance Estimates and 
Special Financial Services Divisions. 

2. The Army Finance Center. Presently 
in St. Louis, it deals with the central 
type of payments, accounting and rec- 
ord-keeping which are service-wide in 
scope. It also currently is the home of 
the Army Finance School. 

3. The Finance Corps in the field, a 
world-wide network of offices. 

Among the more important undertak- 
ings of the Corps is the processing and 
payment of Class “Q” Allotments, estab- 
lished by the Dependents Assistance Act 
of 1 August 1950. 

As of mid-March, the Army Finance 

Center had received more than 1,000,000 
documents and letters concerning Class 
“QO.” 
At the same time in March, a spot 
check of a day’s mail showed excellent 
results: only seven per cent of the mail 
was from dependents or service personnel 
asking why checks had not been deliv- 
ered. Most of these, investigation proved, 
involved cases where Class “Q” applica- 
tions had not yet been received by the 
Finance Center. 

As soon as the Class “Q” Allotment 
plan became law, the Office of the Chief 
of Finance directed establishment of two 
new divisions at the St. Louis center. The 
Dependency Division determines the va- 
lidity of claims. The Class “Q” Allotment 
Division gets the money out. Both are 
working on a double-shift basis, day and 
night, to do their jobs. 

For all its current emphasis, however, 
Class “Q” business is only one of many 
matters with which the Army Finance 
Center is concerned. It also administers 
Appropriation Acts, the Budgeting and 
Accounting Act, the Career Compensa- 
tion Act, the Missing Persons Act and 
the Pay Readjustment Act. It tends to 
such financial matters as allotments, ar- 
rears of pay, payment of six-months’ 
death gratuities, soldiers’ deposits and 
payments of premiums on government in- 
surance. Components of the Center, co- 
ordinated to insure uniformity of appli- 
cation and legality of payment, include 
besides those already mentioned: 

The Insurance and Deposits Division, 
the Military Pay Division, Management 
Division, Retained Accounts Division, 
Class E Allotment Division, Adjustment 
Division, Accounting Division and the St. 
Louis Finance Office, U. S. Army. 

About 6,000 civilian employes and 300 
military personnel—equal to the working 
population of a city of about 20,000— 
carry on the work of the Army Finance 
Center. More than $116,000,000 is dis- 
bursed each month. This represents about 
2,700,000 individual accounts, including 
those regarding support of service mem- 
bers’ savings, and commercial and gov- 
ernment insurance. The dollar amount of 
these monthly disbursements can best be 
visualized this way: If the dollar bills 
involved were laid end to end, they would 
extend from one point on the earth 
through the earth’s core, emerge from 
the other side, and continue into space 
for 3,000 miles. 

The Center develops and processes 
nearly 5,000,000 punched cards a month, 
utilizing 483 electric and electronic busi- 
ness machines in the process. These 
punched cards, stacked into a pile, would 
reach into the sky as high as five Wash- 
ington monuments. 

On file in the Center are chronological 
pay records for every individual on ex- 
tended active duty in the Army and Air 
Force since July 1, 1949. The St. Louis 
Center also has custody of Army and Air 
Force file copies of 45,000,000 disburse- 


ment vouchers, It maintains 153,000 sol- 
dier deposit accounts totaling approxi- 
mately $50,000,000. 

Included in the Army Finance Center 
for administrative purposes is the Army 
Finance School. It is presently located 
in St. Louis and is in the process of mov- 
ing to Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Indianap- 
olis, Indiana. Its purpose today remains 
the same as when it was founded at Ft. 
Washington, Md., on September 1, 1920: 

To provide trained personnel to enable 
the Finance Corps to carry out its func- 
tions with maximum efficiency. 

Two main courses at the school are 
the Finance Company Officer Course and 
the Finance Officer Advanced Course. 

The Company Officer Course prepares 
students for such duties as budget esti- 
mating, cost accounting, auditing, pay of 
military personnel and travel allowances. 

A nine-month program, the Finance 
Officer Advanced Course is the Army’s 
equivalent of the Harvard 3usiness 
Course. It is designed not only to broaden 
financial and fiscal experience of its stu- 
dents, but also to make them better man- 
agers. Subjects include political science, 
economics and managerial science, as well 
as military teachings. Such phases of 
public speaking, research work and rapid 
reading also are in the curriculum. 

Three courses for enlisted members of 
the Finance Corps, and an Auditing and 
Accounting Course, also are conducted. 

“Learn by doing” is a school maxim. A 
model finance office is operated by stu- 
dents who are confronted with a variety 
of problems. 

Another activity of the Finance Corps 
is providing our own personnel with a 
Management Program acknowledged as 
among the Army’s foremost. Selected 
senior grade officers are especially trained 
in management techniques in the Har- 
vard, Stanford and Wharton schools of 
business, as well as at the Finance School. 

Simply put, the aim of the Management 
Program is to insure getting the most 
work done with the least men, money, 
motions and machines. 

The Corps also is decentralizing its ac- 
counting system. In past months, Re- 
gional Accounts Offices have been estab- 
lished at Baltimore, Alexandria, San 
Francisco, Chicago, New York, Atlanta 
and San Antonio. The offices are adjacent 
to headquarters of each of the Zone of 
Interior Armies and of the Military Dis- 
trict of Washington. 

This gives Army commanders maxi- 
mum service in minimum time. 

Decentralization will be extended fur- 
ther overseas in a short time, with a Re- 
sional Accounts Office in Paris being the 
first of several planned outside the U. S. 

The Finance Corps constantly strives 
to improve Army pay methods. Eighteen 
months ago, a new system was imple- 
mented. In March, 1951, a seven-officer 
committee was appointed to make a thor- 


| ough inspection of the system. The Com- 


mittee includes Finance officers from field 
installations in the U.S. and one recently 
returned from duty with the First Cav- 
alry Division in Korea. Committee mem- 
hers are to visit several typical post fi- 
nance offices, study existing surveys, hear 
many friefings and recount their own 
particular problems to get at the meat 
of the problem. 

Finance Corps officers also help prepare 
initial drafts of most Army and Special 
Regulations concerning pay and allow- 
ances. Example: the new travel allow- 
ance regulations. 

Global in scope is the accomplishment 
of industrial loans and renegotiations of 
contracts and industrial insurance now 
being carried out by the Office, Chief of 
Finance, coordinating with the Depart- 
ment of the Army General Staff and 
other services. 

It is impossible in one article to list 
all the current activities of which the Fi- 
nance Corps is proud, The same may be 
said for its past accomplishments and its 
future plans. But, briefly, here are some 
of the activities the Corps already has 
to its credit: 

In World War II, the Finance Corps 
disbursed $176,000,000,000, including: 

$29,000,000,000 to pay soldiers and main- 
tain their family allowances; 

$115,000,000,000 for procurement involv- 
ing 800,000 contracts and millions of sub- 
contracts, and 

$15,000,000,000 to finance government 
contractors through guaranteed loans and 
advance payments. 
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More than 437,000,000 paymenis were 
made to personnel. 

During the war, the Finance Corps de- 
veloped and later perfected measures for 
funding overseas tasks forces, control- 
ling invasion currency and channeling 
surplus money of civilian and service per- 
sonnel back to the U. S. by encouraging 
and facilitating savings habits. This latter 
action materially lessened the impact of 
the U. S. dollar’s buying power on the 


| economy of friendly foreign nations. 





With the same objective in mind, the 
Finance Corps in coordination with other 
agencies helped institute the use of Mili- 
tary Payment Certificates abroad after 
World War II. Again, this helped prevent 
a severe jolt to the economies of foreign 
nations as well as our own. 

The Corps helped develop such legisla- 
tion as the Class “Q” Allotment law. 

As for the future— 

Uppermost in our minds is construction 
of a permanent home for the Finance 
Corps. 

Congress has approved an expenditure 
of $23,242,000 to build our “finance fac- 
tory” at Indianapolis. Construction now 
awaits allocation of the funds by the U. S. 
3ureau of the Budget. 

If all goes according to plan, the Army 
Finance Center and the Army Finance 
School will complete their move to In- 
dianapolis next year. 

The proposed building would be three 
stories high, built of reinforced concrete, 
with 1%-million square feet of floor space. 
It would be of modern utilitarian design. 
Some 6,000 workers, mostly civilians, 
would be employed there in normal years. 

A move from St. Louis became neces- 
sary when the Ordnance Corps needed 
back the buildings it had built there dur- 
ing World War II and which had been “on 
loan” to the Finance Corps. 

This concludes a resume of some of our 
accomplishments, present, past and pro- 
posed. 

Our methods and our secondary objec- 
tives may change with the times, for we 
take pride in keeping step with progress. 


But our primary target remains the 
same: 
“Get them paid — correctly and 


promptly.” 





Building Program Planned 


A new Defense Department building 
program, reportedly to be the biggest 
ever launched, will be submitted to Con- 
gress sometime this month, the House 
Armed Services Committee disclosed this 
week. . 

The program will include new con- 
struction at numerous Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps bases both in 
the U. S. and abroad, as well as improve- 
ment and expansion of facilities already 
in use. A spokesman for the Committee 
said that it will probably run into six 
or eight billion dollars, and will be a 
continuing program over a number of 
years. 

At present, the Defense Department is 
operating under a $2,200,000,000 building 
budget, of which more than one and a 
half billion has been approved since hos- 
tilities developed in Korea. 


Building at Cherry Point 


A 10-million dollar construction pro- 
gram will be launched at the Marine 
Corps Air Station, Cherry Point, N. C., 
within the next two months. 

Included in the project—largest to be 
undertaken since the station’s commis- 
sioning in 1942—will be a dual hangar 
capable of accommodating two aircraft 
groups. A 250,000-yard aircraft parking 
apron and a huge warehouse will also 
be constructed to accompany the new 
hangar. 

Four runways at the station will be 
extended; four combat ready load maga- 
zines for belted aircraft ammunition will 
be built; three aviation fuel storage 
tanks will be constructed; a number of 
tanks will be relined, and 15 buildings 
on the station will be re-painted. 


Ft. Jackson Comptroller 
Col. Harry E. Rucker, who reported to 
Ft. Jackson, S. C., last week, has been 
assigned as the Comptroller for the Post, 
and will head the Management, Finance 
and Budget-Fiscal activities. 
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Orderly Mobilization 
Describing industrial preparedness as 
the “determining” factor of a balanced 
program for national defense, General J. 
Lawton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, de- 
clared this week that “for the first time 
in our history, our military build-up is 
undergoing an orderly mobilization.” 
General Collins said mobilization for 
the production of equipment and the 
training of manpower is moving accord- 
ing to the “careful integration and logi- 
cal time-phasing that efficient mobiliza- 
tion for defense in modern war requires.” 
He told the 1951 Industry-Armed 
Forces Conference, meeting in Washing- 
ton, D. C., that “industry, science and the 
Armed Forces are working in splendid 
unison to accomplish a properly phased 
and integrated mobilization for defense.” 
The complexity of industry’s role in 
national defense was illustrated as Gen- 
eral Collins reported that the Cadillac 
Motor Car Division of General Motors 
Corporation, to build the new Walker 
Bulldog light-gun tank, had about 1,400 
first-line subcontractors in 24 states who 
placed additional subcontracts with ap- 
proximately 6,000 other firms throughout 
the country. 


Cold Rubber Tank Tracks 


Cold rubber, which has high resistance 
to abrasion, will be used in the produc- 
tion of a $9,000,000 order of replacement 
tracks for U. S. Army tanks, the B. F. 
Goodrich Company announced this week. 
Its application is expected to increase 
the limited life of tank tracks. 

This tough American rubber, which 
the company discovered early in 1941, 
now is used in all passenger tire treads 
with a resultant 15 to 25 per cent in- 
crease in mileage. 
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In addition to the replacement tracks 
for Patton, Sherman and Pershing tanks, 
the rubber company is producing cold 
rubber tracks for high speed cargo car- 





riers and motorized gun carriages. 
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Military Benefits Plan 


Employees of Schenley Industries, Inc., 
and its subsidiaries who have entered 
the U. S. armed forces since the start of 
the Korean war will receive special 
salary payments under a plan of military 
benefits just adopted by the Company. 

Mr. J. B. Donnelly, Cincinnati, Schen- 
ley director of industrial relations, ex- 
plained that service men and women who 
were continuously on the Schenley pay- 
roll from 25 June 1950, until induction, 
will draw full pay for their first three 
months in uniform and one-fourth pay 
each month thereafter. Inductees with 
unbroken Company service but hired 
after 25 June 1950, will get a lump sum 
equivalent to one-fourth pay for each 
month of Schenley employment. 

Other benefits include full credit to- 
ward insurance, pension and seniority 
rights for time spent in service; free 
hospital and surgical insurance coverage 
for employee’s family; paid vacations, 
and assured re-employment upon honor- 
able discharge. 

He said the new plan is even broader 
than the one the Company set up in 
World War II which paid out almost 
$1,000,000 to military employees. 


Expand Helicopter Plant 

Ground was broken 10 May for the 
major phase of Sikorsky Aircraft’s heli- 
copter plant expansion at Bridgeport, 
Conn. The project will add 135,000 square 
feet of manufacturing and office space. 

Representing the Air Materiel Com- 
mand, U. S. Air Force, which has cog- 


nizance at Sikorsky, were Brig. Gen.

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NSA Supplies MSTS Ships 


A new system of supplying ships to 
the Military Sea Transportation Service 
has been put into operation by the Na- 
tional Shipping Authority. 

Under the plan, ships are being taken 
from laid-up fleet bases by NSA and 
turned over to private companies, which 
operate them for MSTS as General 
Agents of the Government on a cost- 
plus-fee basis. Previously, MSTS had 
asked for tonnage from the laid-up fleet 
or had signed time-charter agreements 
with private shipping lines. 

Vice Adm. Edward L. Cochrane, Mari- 
time Administrator, said that the new 
system will provide greater utilization 
of available ships. Under the old plan, 
it was possible for ships under the con- 
trol of MSTS to be temporarily idle 
while awaiting assignment. Now, when 
such lulls develop, the ships will be re- 
assigned by NSA in order to utilize their 
full earning power. 

At the beginning of the Korean con- 
flict, MSTS was operating only six 
chartered commercial vessels. By Jan- 
uary of this year, the number had in- 
creased to 205. 





Liquor Industry Cooperates 


The cooperation being accorded by the 
alcoholic beverage industry to the Armed 
Forces to make certain no situation in- 
volving its product arises to add to the 
disciplinary problems of military officials 
was described this week by Vice Adm. 
F. E. M. Whiting, USN-Ret. 

Admiral Whiting, president of Li- 
censed Beverages Industries, explained 
the program to Army provost marshals 
at Camp Gordon, Ga., the Military Police 
Center. 

He related how representatives of the 
liquor industry are working with the 
military on both national and local levels 
in a program which gained approval of 
Maj. Gen. Edwin Parker, USA, Provost 
Marshal General, shortly after outbreak 
of the Korean war. 

Admiral Whiting said that “with train- 
ing camps being reactivated all over the 
country, there undoubtedly will be prob- 


lems in near-by towns and cities, just as | 


there were in the last war. This industry 
has a great interest in seeing that state 
and local laws relating to the sale of 
our products are observed.” 

The L.B.I., Admiral Whiting reported, 
has named 10 regional representatives 
throughout the country who are working 
with Army provost marshals and who 
also are sitting in on meetings of the 
Armed Forces disciplinary control boards 
in various areas. 





Packaging Schools 


Establishment of packaging schools to 
train military and civilian personnel in 
the proper preservation, packaging and 
packing of military supplies and equip- 
ment, has been approved by the Muni- 











Aireratt Production 


Arrangements have been completed 
by the Armstrong Siddeley Company of 
England for production by Curtiss- 
Wright of the Sapphire jet engine in 
U. S. factories. 

The first Sapphires to be built in the 
U. S. will be constructed according to 
British standards, but subsequently 
modifications will be made. Production 
is slated to begin this summer and by 
next year an output of several hundred 
jets a month is anticipated. 

New Ryan Factory 

Construction has begun at San Diego, 
Calif., of a $300,000 building to add 75,- 
000 square feet to production facilities of 
the Ryan Aeronautical Company. The 
facility will be used for further expan- 
sion of Ryan’s jet engine components 
manufacturing program. Ryan manu- 
factures parts for the General Electric 
jet engines and also for Pratt & Whitney, 
Westinghouse, Allison, Wright Aeronau- 
tical and others. 

Pratt & Whitney Subcontracts 

To speed its aircraft engine produc- 
tion for the military services, Pratt & 
Whitney Aircraft, East Hartford, Conn., 
a traditional user of thousands of sub- 
contractors, has doubled its purchases 
since the beginning of the Korean war, 
Mr. William P. Gwinn, general manager, 
has disclosed. 

This year the engine division of United 
Aircraft Corporation will pay out $250,- 
000,000 for the products of its subcon- 
tractors and suppliers. Ninety per cent 
of the 5,285 companies on the active 
P&WA subcontractors and suppliers list 
are classed as “small businesses” with 
less than 500 employees each. These 
firms are distributed through 34 states, 
with 2,268 located in New England, of 
which 1,498 are in Connecticut. 

Mr. J. W. Dunnell, Pratt & Whitney 
Aircraft’s purchasing manager, said that 
a total of 30,000 parts for both piston and 
jet engines are currently being bought 
from outside sources. Since the first 
Wasp engine was built in 1925, subcon- 
tracting has been a basic policy of Pratt 
& Whitney Aircraft. Many of its sub- 
contractors have been supplying the air- 
craft engine firm for 25 years. In literally 
scores of cases, firms that began as small 
shops and whose original business was 
largely on P&WA engine parts have 
grown through the quarter-century until 
today, their engine work is only a por- 
tion of their total volume. 

G-E Jet Production 

The General Electric Company has an- 
nounced that it has taken an option to 
lease manufacturing space in Ludlow, 
Vt., as part of its currently expanded 
jet-engine production program. Several 
plants in the Vermont area were re- 
viewed by the Company as possible sites 
prior to the selection of the Ludlow site, 
according to G.E. officials at Lynn, Mass. 

A Company spokesman said that the 
G.E. Aircraft Gas Turbine Divisions is 
seeking these facilities for “parts manu- 
facturing operations, including die-sink- 
ing.” 

Formerly, the Ludlow site was occu- 
pied by the Gaymont Mill, a woolen 
manufacturing concern, and it has been

my value as an adviser is ruined. 

‘I may be wrong in this, I will abide by 
whatever the committee says, but it seems to 
me that when any of us have to tell every- 
thing that we say in our position as an ad- 
viser, that we might just as well quit.’’ 

Sen. Wiley. ‘‘I am not going to ask you to 
do that. é 

“I am asking you, sir—there is one issue 
before the bar of public opinion, and only 
one in this matter, as I see it, others dis- 
agree with me, and that is—whether or not 
this action, taken in the manner it was taken. 
can be justified by the facts, before the bar 
of public opinion. 

“Now, the President exercised the author- 
ity that he had, constitutionally, but when he, 
sir, agreed to present you before this com- 
mittee, and he had a right to say ‘no’ to 
it, you need not come—it seems to me that 
he has opened up the whole case, and that evi- 
dence ought to be given to the people as to 
just how it happened that this very unusual 
and cruel action was taken by the associates 
of General MacArthur, and by the President 
of the United States. 

“I might say that there was a lot of testi- 
mony and evidence to the effect that some of 
you defended MacArthur. If you did, I would 
like to know it. 

“It would seem to me it would add some- 
thing into this picture of strength and worth- 
whileness, but I am asking for the chairman 
to rule that my question is pertinent and 
relevant and should be answered.”’ 

Gen. Bradley. ‘‘May I correct my state- 
ment a little bit? I am not too sure that I 
would have the right to say that I 
would be guided by this committee, 

“Maybe I should take this to the President 
and get his permission to do it because I was 
acting as his adviser at the time, and I am 
not sure but what I should get his permission 
to tell you rather than to take it on myself 
to say I would do it under any circumstances. 

I would like to point out in my opinion 
there are two things before this committee 
instead of one. One is whether or not we are 
following the right policy in the Far East 
and the other one is whether or not General 
MacArthur should have been relieved, so in 
pad opinion there are two instead of one 
Ssue."’

Calling for approval of his bill, Repre- 
sentative Van Zandt said it would save 
nearly $1,000,000 a year and “at the same 
time eliminate the necessity of calling 
up Reserve military personnel to replace 
Regular personnel retired in the prime 
of life and while qualified and physically 
able to continue their services to their 
country.” 

Following is the text of Mr. Van Zandt’s 
statement, including a table showing re- 
tirements in the various services from 
25 June 1950 to 1 March 1951. 

Mr. Speaker, during the present emer- 
gency the American taxpayers are being 
called upon to spend nearly a million dol- 
lars a year on the retirement of military 
personnel for other than nonphysical reasons. 

‘For the period of 8 months starting 1 
July 1950 to 1 March 1951, the total of 1,914 
officers and enlisted personnel of our Armed 
Forces were retired on age or forced to re- 
tire. Their retirement pay for the 8month 
period amounted to $605,247.38. Many of 
these persons are in their early fifties and 
when retired have no difficulty in meeting 
the physical standards for employment in 
private industry, 

“I have just introduced a bill designed to 
suspend certain provisions of law with re- 
spect to retirement for other than physical 
reasons for members of the Armed Forces. 
My bill provides in substance that notwith- 
standing any provisions of law, until 30 June 
1954, no member of the Armed Forces shall 
be compelled to retire or be ordered without 
his consent to inactive duty for other than 
physical reasons. 

“Because of existing law, hundreds of duly 
qualified officers and enlisted personnel are 
being retired after 30 years of service or on 


age. In addition, many senior officers not 
selected for promotion are also forced to 
retire. 


This practice of retiring military person- 
nel with pay during an emergency, despite 
the fact they are fully qualified for further 
duty, is a waste of money and manpower, 
since it not only requires two men to fill one 
job, but it also places both of them on the 
Federal payroll. 

“For example, the retirement of military 
personnel often requires the calling up of 
reserves to fill such vacancies. As an illus- 
tration, I know of a Navy captain, who at 
the age of 51 years, was forced to retire re- 
cently because he failed to be selected for 
promotion to rear admiral. His pay at the 
time of retirement was $860.25 and after be- 
ing retired he received monthly $523.68, 
which he will continue to receive for the re- 
mainder of his life. This officer is a graduate 
of the United States Naval Academy and his 
education cost the taxpayers of America ap- 
proximately $30,000. In addition to the ex- 
perience that he gained during his naval 
career, he attended several postgraduate 
schools that added another $10,000 to the 
taxpayers’ bill for his education. The re- 
sult of his retirement is that after the tax- 
payers spent $40,000 on his education, at the 
age of 51 he was forced to retire because 
he was not selected for promotion to one of 
the few billets as rear admiral in the Navy. 
Thus, as a retired captain he will draw for 
the rest of his life $523.68 monthly. 

“To replace the retired captain a Reserve 
commander was called from civilian life 
whose base pay monthly is $689.25. There- 
fore the total cost to the Government for 
filling the vacancy caused by retirement of 
the 51-year-old captain is $1,213.23 monthly. 
Keep in mind that before retirement the 
51-year-old captain was doing the same job 
for $860.25 monthly and in a more efficient 
manner because of his education and experi- 
ence. Thus, this one example alone discloses 
a waste of taxpayers’ money in the amount 
of $523.68 monthly. 

“This retired naval captain is only one of 
1,914 officers and enlisted personnel of our 
Armed Forces who have retired on age or 
were forced to retire since the beginning of 
the Korean War. There is no doubt that 
many of these officers and enlisted personne!

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have similar case histories to that of the 
retired naval captain. 

“The attached table gives a breakdown of 
the 1,914 persons retired from our Armed 
Forces for other than physical reasons. By 
referring to the attached table you will ob- 
serve that while these 1,914 men were on 
active duty, the total cost for their services 
was $805,156.92 monthly. Through their re- 
tirement, you have added $605,247.38, so that 
the net cost to the taxpayers of filling these 
1,914 vacancies was $1,410,404.30. 

“If the provisions of my proposed bill had 
been in effect when these 1,914 persons were 
retired, a saving to the American taxpayers 
would have been effected in the sum of 
$605,247.38, which represents their retire- 
ment pay from 1 July 1950 to 1 March 1951, 
a period of 8 months. 

“Assuming that the Armed Forces will re- 
tire personnel at the same rate as during 
the period from 25 June 1950, to 1 March 
1951, one can readily see that if my bill, 
which provides a 3-year moratorium on non- 
physical retirements, should become law, the 
American taxpayers will be saved $2,723,- 
613.21 in a 36-month period. 

“Mr. Speaker, this Congress is making 
every effort to cut nonessential govern- 
mental expenditures to a minimum. If Con- 
gress will approve my bill, it will be pos- 
sible to save nearly a million dollars annual- 
ly and at the same time eliminate the neces- 
sity of calling up Reserve military personnel 
to replace Regular personnel retired in the 
prime of life and while qualified and physical- 
ly able to continue their services to their 
country.”’

would link military pay to the Cost of 
Living Index. 

This bill would result in at least a 9 
per cent increase for members of the 
Armed Forces. 

Congressman Van Zandt hac stated 
that actually the cost of living increase 
for military personnel is greater rela- 
tively, than that for civilian employees 
in Government and industry because of 
the nature of military service, with the 
necessity for frequent transfers, sepa- 
rated families, etc. 

Thus, it is entirely conceivable that 
military personnel might receive a 
larger percentage increase than civilian 
employees; unfortunately, however, the 
Armed Forces, to date, have not had 
support comparable to that being ex- 
erted by the Civil Service Commission 
in the matter of pressing Congress for 
remedial pay action.

CIA Wants Retired Officers 
Legislation which would permit the 


Central Intelligence Agency to hire 15 
retired officers of the Armed Forces, al- 


| ready passed by the Senate, has been 


approved by the House Armed Services 
Committee. 

The measure points up the great handi- 
caps suffered by retired military person- 
nel in gaining Government employment 
—a situation reported in detail in re- 
cent issues of THE JOURNAL. 

In appealing to Congress for authority 
to hire 15 retired officers, Lt. Gen. Wal- 
ter B. Smith, USA, C.I.A. Director, noted 
that “the Government is precluded from 
utilizing in a very important field the 
services of certain highly qualified indi- 
viduals in whose training the United 
States has a very considerable invest- 
ment and who are capable of performing 
highly important functions of particular 
concern to this Agency by reason of such 
training.” 

Because of the direct application of 
the House committee’s report on THE 
JOURNAL’s frequently stated editorial 
policy calling for greater utilization of 
retired personnel by the Government 
through removal of restrictive legisla- 
tion, the committee’s statement is pub- 
lished herewith in full: 

“The Committee on Armed Services, to 
whom was referred the bill (S. 927) to amend 
section 6 of the Central Intelligence Agency 
Act of 1949, having considered the same re- 
port favorably thereon with an amendment 
and recommend that the bill as amended do 
pass. 

“The amendment is as follows: 

“On page 2, beginning on line 6, after the 
word ‘“‘elect’’, substitute a period for the 
colon and strike out the proviso ending on 
line 13. 

“‘The purpose of S. 927, as amended, is to 
amend section 6 of the Central Intelligence 
Agency Act of 1949 so as to permit the Agency 
to employ not more that 15 retired or com- 
missioned warrant officers whose employ- 
ment is otherwise prohibited unless certain 
qualifications are met. 

“The act of July 31, 1894 (5 U. S. C. A. 62) 
prohibits any retired officer from holding a 
civilian position or office with the Federal 
Government where the rate of his retired pay 
amounts to $2,500 per year, unless the officer 
is elected thereto or is appointed by the Pres- 
ident and confirmed by the Senate, or unJess 
the officer is retired for disability. 

“By itself, this statute prohibits the em- 
ployment of many officers in Federal agen- 
cies unless they are retired for disability. 

“In addition, under the act of June 30, 
1932, as amended, if a retired officer is quali- 
fied for and has accepted appointment to a 
civilian office or position under the Federal 
Government, the combined rate of his com- 
pensation in such civilian office or position 
and his retired pay for or on account of com- 
missioned service is limited by law to $3,000 
per year. This limitation does not apply to 
officers retired for disability incurred in com-

Since this involves 
an entirely new precedent, the Committee 
on Armed Services removed from the bill the 
language which would have permitted such 
dual payment. The committee feels that legis- 
lation of this nature should be general, if 
found to be desirable, and not applicable to 
one agency only. 

“The Director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency indicates that they have a very 
urgent need for 15 officers who by long serv- 
ice have gained the highly technical experi- 
ence and knowledge necessary in certain 
particular fields within the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, and strongly urges the enact- 
ment of the proposed bill. 

“The Agency is having considerable diffi- 
culty finding qualified men to perform highly 
technical and specialized skills, and the pro- 
posed legislation will permit the employment 
of not more than 15 retired officers who 
possess these skills. 

“As amended, the committee 
enactment of the proposed bill. 

“The Central Intelligence Agency recom- 
mends the proposed legislation, and it has 
been approved by the Bureau of the Budget.” 


| U. S. Coast Guard | 


OAST Guard officials plan to appoint 

a class of 200 to the U. S. Coast 
Guard Academy, New London, Conn. The 
new cadets will be selected from among 
4139 applicants who completed the recent 
examinations. 

The first 350 on the list, including nine 
candidates presently serving as enlisted 
members of the Coast Guard, have been 
authorized to take physical examina- 
tions. A total of 183 Coast Guardsmen 
took the examination. 

Retired Advancement 

Lt. Comdr. Kar] A. E. Lindquist, USCG- 
Ret, has been placed on the retired list 
with the grade of commander and pay 
of a lieutenant commander in view of 
having been specially commended by the 
Secretary of the Navy. His retirement 
was effective 1 April. 

Temporary Warrants 

Portions of the eligibility lists for pro- 
motion to the various warrant officer 
specialties will soon be published to dis- 
trict commanders and commanding of- 
ficers of Headquarters units in numbers 
sufficient to cover requirements for ap- 
proximately six months. 

Each man so eligible will be required 
to indicate whether or not he will accept 
such appointment when tendered and, if 
accepted, whether he will seek volun- 
tary retirement within 24 months there- 
after. Henceforth, the form acceptance 
of an appointment for temporary service 
to warrant grade will contain the follow- 
ing statement in addition to that required 
by Personnel Circular No. 52-50: 

“I further agree not to seek voluntary 
retirement within twenty-four months 
hereafter.” 

This gives the Government reasonable 
assurance of two years of service in offli- 
cer grade even if it is not possible to 
tender a permanent appointment within 
that period, At present there are over 110 
warrant officers with more than two 
years continuous officer service since ap- 
peintment or reappointment whose per- 
manent status is still enlisted. It, has not 
been possible to offer permanent warrant 
appointments to them due to the large 
number of the warrant corps holding 
temporary commissions, the Coast Guare 
reported. 
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
